Miss Evelyn Carmichael 
was the only passenger saved out of soven- 
teen, and m midshipman named ‘Thomas 
Pearce is the only survivor of a crew num- 
bering thirty-two. For two days previous 
to the morning of the 1st June the sky was 
80 overcast that the captain was vnable to 
take observations, At four on the 
of that day he saw Danger Reef, being at 
that time scarcely half a mile from the 
shore, the ship being under close-reefed 
topsailsand running before the wind. When 
150 yards from the rocks the captain slip- 
ped both anchors and tried to put on sail, 
but only got the mainsail set when the 
vessel struck on her starboard quarter, 
This was just when it was breaking day, 
and immediately the topsail fell over, 
killing two seamen. Tho captain at once 
ordered the crew to get the boats out for 
the lady passenyers ; but this was not done, 
as tho waves were washing over the decks. 
Pearce and five other seamen got into the 
life-boat, but were washed over. Pearce 
swam to the boat and kept on it while 
it drifted into a small bay, where the ship 
had struck, At daybreak he found him-

The “Price of Sugar. 


It is a favorito defonce of the Ministerial 
party, whon discussing the question of Su- 
gar rofining, to assert that tho price of that 
artiolo is loss now than it was when our own 
refinerios were in full operation in Montreal 
and Halifax. Mr. Alexander McGibbon, of 
Montreal, in discussing this question in a 
letter to the Montreal papers, points out 
the fallacy of such a statement, and shows 
conclusively that we pay a higher price for 
sugar than wo should do, if wo had pursued 
a wiso and judicious policy in maintaining 
and sustaining an industry in Canada which 
would have given employment to hundreds 

of our artizans. Mr. MoGibbon says :— 
“The price of this [cane sugar] is now 8}c. 
‘to 8gc, Raw sugar, 8fo. In Redpath’s 
‘time, whon raw sugar was 7 cts., he sup 
«© plied the finest yellows at 7} and 8 conts, 
‘showing a difference in favor of Redpath 
“of fully } cent a pound, Canadian cus- 
“tomers are, therefore, paying 1 to 1} cts. 
‘©on white, and } to } cents on yollow su- 
‘gars, more now, in proportion to the raw 
article, than they did when it was manu- 
“factured by ourselves, besides retaining 
‘the direct trade, * * * But, then, the 
“ Hon, Mr. Mills says all this is an advan- 
tage to the country, and when these di- 
“rect descendants of the wise men of tho 
“East speak, oven on the sugar question, 
‘fcommon people are supposed to take all 
‘in as gospel and be silent.” 
This is another illustration of the adage 
that an ounce of experience is better than 
8 pound of theory. 


Mr. Mackenzie's Management of 
Public Affairs, 


Tn the hope of loading people from the 
consideration of the wilful extravagance of 
the present men, in power, the Ministerial 
press is singing the praises of the Premier 
and holding up his ‘‘carefulness in dealing 
with the public interests,” as a marvel of 
statesmanship. The Mail takes the kernel 
out of this shell so completely that its 
article is worth reproducing :— 


“It is safe to say that no first Minister in 
our history pai away so much ate illegal- 
ly, unconstitutionally or unprotitably as has 
been paid away under Mr. Mackenzie's Goy- 
ernment, Tho $2,938,900 paid for steel rails 
was unconstitulionally paid, for Parliament 
was not asked to sanction the payment until 
the rails were bought, It was also an un- 
profitable transaction, inatmuch as the same 
juantity of rails could be bought to-day for 
$1;800,d00. The rails, moreover, have suf- 
fered terribly from oxidation ; Casha say 
tho loss on that account is fully thirty per 
cent, The $109,000 Poyment to Mr, A. B. 
Foster was an illegal payment, because by 
the terms of the céntract Mr. Foster forfeited 
all cleim for thé work done on his abandon- 
ing the job; an unconstitutional payment, 
because the contract was let and this money 
paid on it without the knowledge or consent 
of Parliament ; and an unprofitable payment, 
because the surveys for which the payment 
‘was made will be of no future use, the new 
route selected lying far away from the Foster 
route, Of the $107,850 paid to Mr. David 
Glass for telegraph construction, nearly $70,- 
000 was paid away unprofitably—without 
value being received by the country—for Mr, 
Fuller, the contractor for the adjoining scc- 
tion, offered to do the work for $38,750. So, 
also, there was a loss to the taxpayers of $30,- 
000 on the Goderich Harbor contract. The 
$18,390 payment to Mr. Speaker Anglin was 
made in direct iolation of the Independence 
of Parliament Act ; and the same is truo of 
the $24.477 paid to Messra. Vail and Jones of 
the Halifax Citizen, the $42,000 Mr. Norris, 
M.LP., received for his share in the steel rail 
carrying contract, and the $34,000 paid to Mr. * 
Bannatyne, M. P., for supplies in 1876 and 
1877. ‘The $63,286 paid for the Government 
buildings at Fort Pelly was unprofitably paid: 
the work having been abandoned there, and 
new buildings put up at Battleford. The 
$250,000 being sunk at Fort Francis is an il- 
legal payment, because the work is being done 
not by contract, as provided by the Pacific 
Railway Act, but by day's labor under the 
direction of a Government officer, Lastly,

Stfence, indeed, has seldom 
had such a pleasing labor as the examination 
and identitication of this animal, for, though 
so Judicrously simple in appearance, the man- 
atee isa veritable casket of physiological won- 
ders. It is the only creature known that has 
three eyelids to each eye and two hearts. In 
most of its points it bears a close affinity to 
the elephant, but in others of equal importance 
it isunmistakably awhale. Its ‘teeth,’ bones 
and skin are all delightfal studies to the natu- 
ralist, and he is thankful, therefore, that the 
manatee is what it is, and not the veritable 
mermaid that leas prosaic minds would have it, 


Death of Minnie Warren, 

Minnie Warren, the youngest and pretti- 
est of Barnum’s dwarfs, died on Tuesday 
evening, in childbed. She was the youngest 
of afamily of eight children, all of whom 
except herself and her sister, Layina, now 
Mrs. Tom Thumb, were of ordinary size. 
When Minnie was 11 years of age she joined 
the Tom Thumb troupe, and for tifteen 
years she travelled almost continually, visit- 
ing nearly all the ciyilized parts of the globe. 
She was 40 inches in helght, and never at- 
tained a weight to exceed 45 pounds, being 
considerably shorter and more slender than 
Mrs, Thumb, She was 27 years of age at 
the time of her death. Toa pretty face 
she added pleasant disposition and winning 
ways, and become the fast favorite of Mr. 
Barnum as well as of the public, .When 
Tom Thumb was married to Lavinia Warrep 
the general opinion was that Commodore 
Nut would take Minnie for his bride’ ; but 
the little Commodore had set his affections 
on Lavinia, and his little heart was blighted 
when Gen. Thumb won her from him. 
“Neyer mind, Commodore,” the jovial 
Barnum said, ‘‘ Minnie Warren is a better 
match for you. She is younger than you, 
while Layiniaisseveral years older.” ‘Thank 
you, sir, "the Commodore said, stiffly, ‘‘ I 
would not marry the best woman living. I 
don’t believe in women any way.” Time 
lessened Commodore Nut’s grief, and he 
partlyrenewed hisattentions to Miss Minnie. 
But, after his first disappointment, it is said 
he became a fast young man, and Minnie, 
like a wise young lady, discouraged his ad- 
dresses, A few years ago Barnum found 
another Liliputian, Major Newell, who was 
rechristened Gen. Grant, jr., and added to 
the Tom Thumb combination. The Major 
and Minnie became great friends. About 
a year ago they were married, and lived 
happily together with Gen. Thumb and 
wife in Middleboro. 

The secret had been closely kept by Min= 
nie’s family, butthe New Heaven women 
soon discovore the purchased of little bits of 
muslin, lace and flannel by members of the 
Warren house-hold, and secrecy became 
impossible. A lady friend who visited the 
Warrens described the little garments as 
“too comical for anything.” Dolls’ patter- 
ns were used, and the little lips and wrap- 
pers were made one-sixth of the size of gar- 
ments for ordinary babies.

Retribution. 


BY REY. JOHN HALL, D,D., N.¥. 
Whena mother disregards the laws of 
health in the treatment of her little one, no 
matter from what cause, she suffers in the 
care, toil of nursing; anxiety regardisg the 
child in whose system sho allowed to be laid 
the foundation of disease. And it will not 
alter the case that she did not know the laws 
she violated, or did not think of them, or was 
so placed that she could not pay to them de- 
served respect. Inexorable law is asserted, 
and she is punished. 

When a man eats or drinks what does not 
conduce to the healthy nourishment of the 
body, he suffers for it sooner or later. Nor 
will it avert the penalties that he can plead 
his ignorance of the effects of his indulgence. 
The diseased brain or disordered stomach 
vindicates the dignity of law. 

When.a lady deceives her husband in the 
matter of expenses, obtains guods on credit, 
where he wishes to buy only with cash, sho 
endures the consequences when the bills come 
at length, in tho just displeasure of her hus- 
band, io the loss of his confidense, and per- 
haps, later, in the evil influence of her ex- 
ample on her children, ‘That she has excuses, 
reasons of her own, and the like, will not 
avert these sore evils, 


When parents make the one son # play. 
thing, forgot their obligations to train and 
restrain him, indulge his every whim and fos- 
ter every form of self in him, in self-assertion, 
self-pleasing, self-will and self-indulgence, 
they reap as they sowed in the young tyrant 
who rules them before he is in his teens, and 
breaks their hearts before he has attained his 
majority. That they loved him, or did not 
think of the future, or had but the one, is no 
barrier to the flood of misery. Men can see 
this principle in operation on the narrow field 
of individual or family life ; but they are slow 
to notice it, and still more slow to lay it to 
heart for practical uses, on the border field of 
social and national life, 


When we allow an iguorant and vicious 
population to grow up in the community, we 
aro punished by the example. the contaminated 
atmosphore, tho injuries inflicted, the costly 
defences against the evil; or the expensive 
machinery for detecting and punishing the 
criminals, The school is cheaper and better 
than the jail ; the Sunday-school and church 
are better than the police court. Let us ig- 
nore the cheap and needful agency, and wo 
must, in tardy self-defence, provide the costly 
and imperfect remodies for the consequences 
of our neglect. 


When the rich and influential keep away 
from the poor and obscure—as they do in 
Europe to a degree like which we have noth- 
ing here—when their bearing is supercilious, 
when they assert themaclves on all hands as 
the ‘‘priviloged classes,” tho folly, whother it 
be the folly of thoughtfulness or of yanity, 
brings in time its penal consequences. Alien- 
ation follows, distrust is bred, envy and jeal- 
ousy spring up, the poor. become sensitive to 
the exercise of oven just authority, the loss 
favored como to count the more favored thoir 
natural enemies, and tliore is an ever-growing 
mass of inflammable material to whioh the 
torch of an incendiary passion haw only to be 
put to produce a conflagration fatal to both, 
But most grave to those who havo mont to 
lore. Hence the incalculable Value of the 
| kindly efforts of tho well-to-do on behalf of 
the struggling, by which good feeling in pro- 
duced and maintained, and class is bound to 
class, or more correctly, the pooplo aro fused 
into ono body, iu which head ond hand and 


a 


indefinite danger to the common peace, which 
is known vaguely by the name of Communism 
and Socialism. It is well enough as a piece of 
immediate police-effort to guard against local 
and irritating out-breaks ; but it will be bad 
enough if the community rests there. Error 
is bad, but it is oten the result of neglecting 
great trath. Political corruption is bad : 
but it comes in no small degree from yood 
men eschewing politics. High taxation is 
bad, but it is often the immediate or the in- 
direct results of men’s neglect of common in- 
terests ; and so Communism is bad, but it 
largely flows from disregard of the obligations 
of knowledge, of place and of property. 


There are hardships arising from bad times, 
trado changes and legislative errors, over which 
absolute control is impossible, and in which 
both employers and employed suffer ; but their 
power to inflame hatred, rouse envy, and pro- 
voke violence of language and of action would 
be little indeed if those who have meaus, in- 
telligence and social advantages uniformly did 
what they could, severally and in common, to 
diffuse the benefits they enjoy. The alarm of 
the hour—well or ill-founded—will have 
wrought good if it should deepen this conyic- 
tion. And if we sow the wind, what can we 
reap but the whirlwind? 


Yet it would be only a refined selfishness 


that led to kindly benevolence, lest we should 
suffer in the end. Wedo not mean to urge 
love, help, sympathy and effort on this low 
ground. Let them exist and abound because 
they are right in themselves, by the will of 
Him who makes all abiding law. We urge 
the foregoing considerations that they who 
think the obligation light—a thing of mere 
taste or whim—may see its importance in the 
light of the results which its neglect renders 
possible. 


“The Buyer has Need ot an Hun- 
dred Wyes, the Seller of but 
One.” 

So says the old Italian proverb. The one 
eye needed by the seller is to see the money, 
doubtless ; and, assuredly, in these latter 
days, the buyer has need to look about him. 
To get the highest price for the least value is 
the object of every one who sells ; to hide 
flaws, to impose upon those who are ignorant 
of the goods they are purchasing, to tell any 
falsehood that will make a sale, appears to be 
the rule of trade. 

Misrepresentations and misstatements drop 
from the lips of men-and women who consider 
themselves eminently genteel, and belong to 
congregations of various sects, 

“This is all silk, lady,” bursts spontane- 
ously from the lips of a ealeswoman who ex- 
hibits a black, covton-lace scarf ; and ‘‘ Every 
thread linen,” is the description which the 
house-keeper receives of towels into whose 
composition not a thread of linen enters. 
The fibs told in second class dry goods stores 
are so enormous that they argue a love of lying 
on the part of the salesmen, and utter idiocy 
on the part of the buyers. 

Why should any one desire to make the 
statement that all the goods in bis establish- 
ment are sold at cost price, or expect any one 
to believe that he entered into trade for the 
purpose of clothing the community? A fair 
Prout is the right of one who sells. It is the 
motive of his selling. ‘‘ Upon my word, I 
am giving this away,” imposes upon nobody. 
Why it is so often uttered is a mighty mys- 
tery, and must remain so, 

Then, too, if one desires a certain style of 
collar, of scarf, of veil, of shoe, quite in the 
mode, and well known to be so, and inquires 
for the article at a store where they do not 
happen to keep it, the negative to the ques- 
tion, ‘‘ Have you so and so 2” is always fol- 
lowed by the remark, ‘‘ Nobody wears those 
now ; they are entirely out of fashion.” 

Woe will say nothing about the bad taste ot 
the comment, but the utter want of truth it 
generally displays is surely astonishing. r I 
doubt whether the sales made by these fibs 
are large enough to pay for them ; for most 
women are obstinate, and when they want 
a certain thing nothing olse will content 
thers. 

But even if they ‘‘ do pay,” in the mercen- 
ary sonse, they must give the person uttering 
them a habit of dishonesty—mrust make him 
a loss trustworthy employee, and so less valu- 
able to the employer at whose desire ho trans- 
forms the honorable act of sale and barter in- 
to a tricky performance, in which one party 
is swindled and the other is a swindler. 


Charity. 


Of the virtues which grace the human ohar- 
acter, charity, in the simplicity and diversity 
of its means to elovate, ennoble and lift up to 
a higher standard of lifo, far surpasses all oth- 
ors—gleaming forth from the cluster ot other 
virtues, as a diamond among pearls. If wo 

aneas it, we should greatly prize it; if wo 

o not have it, we should strive to become 

aseased of it by cultivating charitable fool. 
ings fo. every one, however little they may 
soem to doservo it. But, alas for charity ! 
how rarely do wo see it mauifested. How

Persons who do 
not understand that this method of procedure 
is a second nature with many, and a first na- 
ture with some, half-playfully denominate 
those they see practising it as ‘' cool heads,”

for heat, or for that feverish trepidation which 
accompanies the similar.movements of people 
who have not learned that ‘‘ there is nothing 
so tedious as haste ?”’

I will put what 
T mean strongly to you, in, as nearly as T can 
the words of an amusing American writer ; 
at any rato this is the substance of what he 
says—‘Iam a descendant of those pilgrim 
fathers who, being debarred from worshipping 
God after tho dictates of their own hearts in 
England, left the mother country to sosk a 
new home; and hore they landed on tho 
shores of the golden west, where they might 
indeed, in perfect freedom, worship God af- 
ter the dictates of their own hearts, and pre- 
vent all othors from doing the same.” I just 
quote this as a forcible illustration of what I 
mean, because we cannot be too careful to 
avoid in actions any breach of principle, and 
freedom and toleration are our very watch- 
words, (Loud cheers.) The end our fathers 
again freed their opponents and ours from 
moral, as it freed them and us from a physi- 
cal, bondage and inequalities. So the object

As there aré undoubtedly 

many plants of whose medicinal virtues we 

| are perfectly ignorant, and as toothache is 

one of those torments which often baffle all 

attomptson tho part of the physician to 

cure it, it may remarks, the Medical Press

To Wash blankets so that they will look 
like new, prepare slightly tepid water, in 
which put a tablespoonfal each of borax 
and ammonia, Cut up in it part of a cake 
of fine laundry soap, mix well and put your 
blankets to soak. Wash.them out in this, 
then make ready another-Water, in which 
some borax only has heen dissolved’; wash 
well through this water also, and then 
rinse in cold spring water, tinted with a 
very small quantity of bluing. Dry out of 
doors on a fair day, and if this process is 
strictly adhered to, the blankets will be as 
soft and white as when first used. They 
will require no pulling nor stretching; onl; 
shaking. These directions are good for all 
fine white flannels or knitted woollens, the 
quantity of borax, &c., being graduated 
by the quantity of water. Colored flannels 
should be washed in quite cold water, the 
suds made of borax and fine soap, before 
the flannels are put in, thé rinsing effected 
also in cold water. Woollen stockings will 
neyer fade washed in this way, nor will 
woollens or flannels shrink.

Raising Olover Seed. 
BY J. C. BYRDSELL, 

My observation in regard to clover and 
clover seed raising has been greater than 
that of many, on account of having followed 
threshing from my youth, prior to my in- 
vention, and many seasons having run four 
machines. I haye always noticed that 
wheneyer we found a job where there was a 
large yield that it was where seed had been 
sown one bushel to fivelor six acrés, mown 
the last days of June, and plastered after 
the first crop had been taken off. I have 
seen a field where one-half had been mown 
and got off before July 1st, and the balance 
of the field not till two weeks later; and 
the seed that was started first yielded 3} 
bushels per acre, and the balance 4 bushel 
per acre—the differnce, 3 bushels. This, 
you see, was quite a loss to the raiser, and 
the hay first mown equally as good as that 
which was mown last. Ihave raised seed 
myself that went 44 to the [acro. I haye 
also taken clover from the field in threo 
different conditions, and laid away in the 
dry, tor the purpose of knowing when was 
the best time to cut seed clover. Tho first 
state was when dead ripe ; 2nd, when hand- 
somely brown ; and 3rd, still greener ; and 
when thoroughly dry rubbed out the seed 
and pe the threo piles en the plate, and 
could see no difference. That which was 
cut the greenest was just as plump seed as 
that which was dead ripe. This shows that 
the head receives enough sustenance from 
tho stalk after it is cut to fully mature the 
seed ; and when cut alittle greener you can 
save almost every seod. Always turn when 
the dow is on, so that the boll will not rat- 
tle off—The Clover Leaf.

The Boundary Commission, 


The Dominion—Ontario Arbitration at 
Ottawa was concluded on Saturday after- 
noon, when the boundary of Ontario was 
fixed as followa :—The separation line be- 
tween Ontario and Quebec, by Order-in- 
Council of 1791, extended from the source 
of the Ottawa rivet due north to James 
Bay. From thence the Ontario bonndary 
extends along the south west shore of 
James Bay to Albany River, thence up 
Albany Riyer to its source, thence by tho 
shortest line to the source of the English 
River, until it meetsa line drawn due 
north from the north-west angle of the 
Lake of the Woods. By this decision Ont- 
ario acquires a good deal of additional 
territory, "including Keewatin. The differ- 
ence between the boundary fixed by the 
Commission as belonging to Ontario and 
that conceded by the Dominion is some 
100,000 square miles, valuable only for its 
minerals. {t is about 700 miles from the 
Lake of the Woods, the western boundary 
to Lake Temiscamingue at the east. Asa 
result of the decision Ontario will have to 
repay the Dominion for the extinguishment 
of the {Indian title on that section. 


Tue Exzctions.—The Guelph Herald 
says :—‘'Tho Herald has the beat authority 
for saying that the general election wi!l 
take place on the 16th September.

Trarric Storrep.—The terrible storm 
of rain at Toronto, Sunday, swelled the 
creeks in the neighborhood, very much, 
and in the neighborhood of Norvel a bridge 
and aconsiderable length of track was 
washed away.

Daxnixe Hicnwar Rospery.—On Sat- 
urday,C. H. Stone was passing along a 
street in New York with a package contain- 
ing $2,950, which he had drawn from the 
bank to pay the employers of Hales’ piano 
factory, when three men sprang from a 
butcher’s cart. and assailed him. Stone 
threw the package of money to a district 
telegraph boy, and told him to run away 
with it. The boy, however, was knocked 
down and the money taken from him, The 
men then jumped into the cart, and al- 
though hotly pursued escaped. The police 
are actively searching for the robbers. 


Dear or Dr. Conroy.—A despatch 
says that Bishop Conroy, the Apostolic 
Delegato, died at St. John’s, Newfound- 
land, on the 4th inst.”

—A Turkish sub-lieutenant in command of 
‘one of the forta in Cyprus refuses to evacuate 
the stronghold to make room for the British 
troops. 

—The Porte is about to appeal to the Pow~ 
ers against the repeated craelties practiced by 
the Russians and Bulgarians upon the Mus- 
sulman refugees. 

—Mexico is at present enjoying a term of 
peace, broken only by the troubles on the 
Rio Grande frontier, which the Government 
of Diaz.is doing its utmost to repress, 


The Hungarian elections haye commenc- 
ed, so far giving en overwhelming majority 
to the Liberals. Horr Tisza, the Premior, is 
defeated by his Radical opponent. 

—Fover is prevalent at Nicosia, the princi- 
pal town of Cyprus. Seventeen men and two 
officers of the British detachment quartered 
there have been attacked by the disorder. 


—George Dayis, who was arrested the other 
day at Kingston for bigamy, hap been tried 
for his offence, pleaded guilty, and sentenced 
to two years in the penitentiary. 

—The coroner's jury in the Rouse’s Point 
cAsehaye returned a verdict of murder against 
the prisoner Costafloraz, who has been com- 
mitted for trial at the October Assizes at St. 
Jobn, N. B. 

—The anticipated armed resistance to the 
Austrian occupation of Bosnia is now an act- 
ual fact, In the sandjaks of Banjaluka and 
Zwornik the Austrians were fired upon by the 
inhabitants, and in one instance seventy of 
their number were ki!led. 


—The Rhodope insurgents haye been sum- 
moned by the Russians to withdraw within 
ten days from the tetritory they occupy in 
Eastern Roumalia, under pain of an attack. 
It is feared, however, that they will disregard 
the summons, and meet an attack with armed 
resistance. Two of their chiefs are at present 
at Constantinoplo, in consultation with tho 
British ambassador, 

—A lad named Joseph O’Brien, trying to 
catch some drift wood in the Garrison Creek, 
at Toronte on Sunday evening, fell in, and th® 
current being strong, was carried out into the 
lake and drowned, His brother, aged 12, 
jumped in to attempt to save him, and was 
only narrowly rescued from sharing the fate 
of bis brother by a man who went after him, 


The late W. S. O’Brien, the California 
bonanza king, arranged before his death for 
4 magnificent mausoleum, 32 feet long, 22 
wide and 17 high, a chapel 12 feet square 
forming the centre of the building. “The 
chapel will rise 24 feet above the main 
structure and the vault will contain 12 
tombs.

Trade and Labor in Scotland. 


Mr. Samuel F. Cooper, United States 
Consul at Glasgow, transmits to the De- 
per of Statea report ontrade in 

jcotland, from which the following ex- 
tracta have been made :— Wages are stead- 
ily declining. Laborers receive 50to 75 
cents a day ; miners 8 to 12 cents an hour ; 
mechanics $7 a week ; printers $8. On 
railways, conductora are paid $5 to $60 
wook ; switch tenders $5; engine-drivers 
10 to14 cents an hour; firemen 6 to8 
cents an hour. The cost of living is about 
the same as inthe United States. Whis 
key is considered a necessity, though it 
costs about 300 per cent. more in Scotland 
than in tho United States. Beer is com- 
prey, cheap. Thero are 11 banks in 

Scotland with their branches, under spec- 
{a} charters ; capital $50,000,000 ; circulat- 
on, $29,000,000 ; deposits, $342,000,000 ; 
gold held, $17,000,000 ; silver, $3,000,000.

The lotter Khas good reason to complain

Their creed embodies, for the 
most part, French Communism and German 
Socialism, together with repudiation of the 
nation’s liabilities, unlimited issue of Zreen- 
backs, and the driving of Chinese labourers 
from the country, The success of this new 
political party in California, and the arrival 
of its chief apostle in Boston the other day, 
with the purpose to commence the extensive 
propagation of its principles, have made the 
politicians of the old parties very restless and 
excited. When tbis party shall have attained 
to power,—and they say they will have their 
candidate, Ben Butler, in the White House in 
1880,—one of their first acts is to be the burn, 
ing of all law books. Following this, there 
is to be an equal division of all property and 
wealth. Banks are to be wiped out of exist- 
ence, the Government is to provide every man 
with employment or the means of subsistence, 
but no man's yearly income is to excred $1,900 
ayear, This party seriously proposes to carry 
out in practice these and similar principles, 
and that it is in earnest and has hope of suc- 
cess, is seen in its da‘ly increasing organiza- 
tions and extraordinary vitality in nearly 
every State. It is strange that these men 
don’t seg (probably the leaders won't see) that 
it is the accumu'ation of capital that renders 
great undertakings possible, and provides em- 
ployment. It is not the man with a thousand 
dollars a year who builds mills, and factories. 
and foundries, and ships, and houses, without 
which there would be no means of living for 
the very men who are seoking to destroy the 
wealth through whose power they are fod.

Why we have Hot Weather, 


At 24 minutes after three o'clock on the 
morning of July 1st, the sun was in apogee, 
and the earth in aphellon ; that is, the earth 
reached the part of her orbit in which sho 
is at the greatest distance from the sun. 
For, strange as it may seem, the earth is 
now three millions of miles farther from the 
sun than she was last January. | Taking the 
most approved estimation of the sun’s dis- 
tance and using round numbers to express 
the same, the distance between the sun and 
the earth is at present ninety-three millions 
of miles, while in mid-winter the two bodies 
are ninoty millions of miles apart. The 
question naturally arises as to the reason 
we donot hate the coolest weather when 
the sun is farthest away. This is easily 
explained, for the sun’s rays fall perpen- 
dicularly upon the earth in midsummer, 
and obliquely in midwinter; the intensity 
of the heat far overbalancing the difference 
in thedistance, The summer heat is, how- 
ever, tempered by the greater distance of 
the central fire, for in the southern hemis- 
phero, whore the aun is in perigea at mid- 
summer, tho heat is intensified, and the 
temperature is higher in) Australia and 
Southern Africa than in corresponding lat- 
itudes north of the equator. [t is well we 
were not living about thirty-six hundrad 
years before the creation of Adam, for the 
sun was then in perigee during the north- 
orn summer, and in apogee during the north- 
ern winter. Sir John Herschell estimates 
that the northern summer at that distant 
period of the world’s history was twenty- 
three degrees hotter, and the northern win- 
tor twenty degrees colder than it is at pres- 
ent. Every inhabitant of the north tom- 
poate zone has therefore reason to be grate- 

ul that the sun is in apogee at this season, 
for what would become of tho poor mortals 
who have been simmering in tho intenso 
heat of the last few weoks, if they were re- 
quired to bear a temperature from ten to 
twenty degrees highor than tho ninetios in 


which the thermomoter has been morciloss- 
ly rovolling /

Russia were destined to become the para- 
mount power of the world. The tido of 
hor aggressions in the East has come face 
to face with an obstruction broader and

This obstruction is the English 
Empire, 


For along time we have heard of the 
ae! Northern colossus, standing with one 
‘oot on the shores of the Baltic and the 
other on Kamschatka, with its face to the 
south, ready to swoop down on all Southern 
Europe and Asia, seize Constantinople and 
India, and make an end of England's power 
in tho East, and of her influence in the 
counsels of Europe and the world. Fora 
century or two the mysterious will of Peter 
the Great, and the portentous, impending 
autocratic Slavonic destiny, have been hung 
on the northeastern sky of civilization by 
this gigantic colossus, like some lurid 
aurora borealis, threatening the peace of 
the planet. We haye been told over and 
over, with tiresome monotony and itera- 
tion, that this great power stretched half 
round the globe, that it had 80,000,000 of 
subjects, and some 2,000,000 of soldiers ; 
with ominous hints of what it might, could 
or would do, when it got everything ready. 


Of late Russia has heen trying to carry 
out some features of her big programmo. 
She has been advancing through Central 
Asia, toward India. She has been for years 
fomenting discontent and rebellion among 
the Slavonic aud Christian subjects of Euro- 
pean Turkey. And when the time came 
when it seemed needful that Europe should 
interfere and secure the peaceful -settle- 
ment of Turkish troubles, Russia with 
studied insolence toward England, and in 
substantial defiance of her wishes and in- 
terests, undertook tho sottlement alone and 
declared war against Turkey. That Eng- 
land consented to see the war go on for a 
year, resulting in Turkey's being driven to 
the wall, and submiting to most humiliating 
and destructive terms, was due only to the 
divided counsels of its Government and 
lack of preparation for immediate armed

affairs. In attompting to thwart or em- 
barrass it, the opposition to Lord Beacons- 
field's cabinet utterly broke down and left

_ The originator of this new order of Eng- 
lish policy and statesmanship is that re- 
markable Hebrew genius,Lord Beaconsfield, 
Nearly a year ago wo pointed out the fact 
that the ‘‘heart of the Eastern Question 
was the Hebrew Question”—What shall 
be done with the inalienable inheritance of 
Israel—Jerusalem and Palestine} We con- 
trasted the position of England and Russia 
toward the Hebrew people. We showed 
that while Russia was still their bitterest 
oppressor among all the nations of the 
earth, England had become their special 
friend, and was more controlled by Hebrow 
interest and sympathies than any other 
nation ; that the head of her government, 
next after the Queen, was Lord Beaconsfield 
4 full-blooded Jew by birth. In view of 
these facts we suggested that “England 
seemed providentially set to look ont, not 
merely for her own interests, but for the 
interests of the Great Powers of the Hebrew

er. It has consolidated her extended and 
loosely-held possessions into an em ire, 
which seems likely in the future to haye 
the major voice in the control of the world, 
Only a few years ago the world smiled at 
Mr. Disraeli’s pageant at Delhi, and the 
Ve of Victoria as the Empress of 

ndia, Wise-headed statesmen thought it 
an empty form and a doubtful honor, Now 
it appears that the Delhi proclamation was 
a first step, taken with prophetic genius. 
Thirty thousand troops marching from the 
quays of Bombay on to the decks of Eng- 
lish transports, on their way to check the 
march of Russian aggression is another atep 
anda very practical one, in the same Ho- 


resistance. The year’s result to Turkey, 
and the revealment which it has brought of 
Rossia’s real spirit and purpose, in the 
treaty of San Stefano—the hereditary spirit 
of aggression, and the purpose of territorial 
aggrandizement, both immediate and ulti- 
mate, for which the pretense of protection 
to the Christian subjects of the Porte, was 
only a cover—have made the English Cabi- 
net a unit, haye broken the power of the 
pro-Ruasian opposition in Parliament, and 
carried the nation far on the road of pre- 
paration for resistance of every sort. The 
time now seems rapidly approaching when 
the power and pretensions of Russia are to 
receive a decisive checkmate. She has been 
playing the game of universal empire, and 
1s likely to lose, And the very power which 
it has long been her dream to thwart and 
destroy, seems destined to be her greatest 
and fatal antagonist. 

The past year has witnessed a startling 
change of front of England to the world, 
For a long time she had seemed to be drift- 
ing into the position of a second-rate Eu- 
ropean power. Her influence, diplomatic 
and material, appeared to be waning. Her 
army was small. Her colonial possessions 
were in loose relaticns with her, and seem- 
ed likely to drift away into independence ; 
in fact, she seemed rather discarding them, 
under the influence of the Gladstone party. 
Her home policy seemed to be growing 
more and more insular, and the groat con- 
tinental governments were disposed to 
snub and ignore her. She had come out 
of the Crimean war conjointly victorious 
with France, Italy and Turkey, but some- 
what shorn of her long-time military prest- 
ige, The 20 succeeding years had rather 
tended toward humiliation than otherwise, 
Financially she was the richest of nations, 
but her wealth and her organic power lack- 
ed unity. 


Suddenly comes a change—great and sig- 
nificant—a crisis whose far-reaching and 
amazing possibilities we can only measure 
by the moat daring conjecture. England 
places herself in front of her vast Empire 
and summons it into unity for defence, By 
this act she becomes the foremost military, 
strategical and financial power of all the 
world. By this act, from being A mere 
European power, co-equal with France, 
Germany and Austria, with insular limita- 
tiops and military weakness, she steps at 
once into the position of a unitary, cosmo- 
politan empire of nearly 300,000,000 peo- 
ple—the mightiest empire the world has 
ever seen, ‘Her morning drum-beat 
following the sun and heard around the 
world,” from being a musical interesting 
fact, sorving to point a period for some 
glowing orator, takes on a fresh signifi- 
cance, and becomes the reveille of a new 
day of power to all tho English speaking 
race. itussia as suddenly realizes—on the 

lain of San Stefano—that sho is not mere- 
ly confronted by an effete Mohammedan 

ower, with a waning British ally on the 
eget but with a new and mighty antag- 
onist—the empire of Anglo-Saxondom. As 
she begins to realize the fact she begins to 
halt. The ships of a now and greater Eng- 
land are at the Bosphorus. They will not 
depart at the Ozar's bidding or the Sultan’s 
request. They watch the minarets of St. 
Sophia with as keon and fearless an eyo as 
do the Grand Duke’s legions. They puto 
now aspect on the whole Eastern question. 

Where shall we seek the pivotal fact and 
event on which this crisis-changefhas turn- 
ed? Out of the East—where morn ap- 
poars—came the dawn of this now historic 
day in English empire, The April sun 
which melted the snows on tho high slopes 
of the Himalayas looked down on the em- 
barkation of 30,000 native Indian troops 
for the shores ot the Moditerranean. Small 
event, What of it? do you say? "Tis the 
small events and facts on which history 
turns. A bit of sunken road in Belgium, 
and Napoleon's failure to seo it, says Victor 
Hugo, ‘changed the front of the universe." 
It certainly sealed tho fate of Napoleon anc 
changed the history of Europo and the 
=Snt So in this movoment of troops 
from tho plains of Bongal to Burepe wares 
the change of front of England to tho 
world. Honcoforth sho fights hor battlos 
with here 240,000,000 Apintios as woll as 
with hor 4,000,000 Anglo-Saxons, ; Hor 
homo forces may number but half a million 


brew’s programme. India has become an 
integral part of the English Empire. Eng- 
land's foes are henceforth India’s foes. In- 
dia’s sons step forward with alacrity and 
enthusiasm to croas bayonets with Slavonic 
legions. Not only has England chang- 
ed front to the world, but this event 
changes India’s relations to England. 
They will become henceforth one nation, 
Their interests will become more unit- 
edand vital. The lurid prophets and 
evil-thinkers have always been pre- 
dicting disaster and wishing trouble 
for England in India. Not everything 
that England and her agents haye done 
there can be justified. No doubt there 
have been selfishness and oppression. But 
English occupation, on the great scale, has 
been a blessing to India. The selfishness 
and oppression have been immensely less 
than Thdia experienced under her native 
rulers. A higher and better civilization 
will come to India from the contact. Anglo- 
Saxon civilization is not yet the highest. 
There ia a better one to come—that of the 
new Jerusalem. But where Anglo-Saxon 
civilization and control go, there go the 
Bible aud the Christian missionaries. With 
the Bible goes the Holy Spirit, winning 
men to the civilization of Heaven. The 
Anglo-Saxons are the great Bible-loving 
and Bible-distributing race. For this the 
Bible powers—the old Hebrew Covenant 
powers—favor them. For this they are 
making them ‘‘ Kings of the Kast,” and 
preparing the way before them. If we are 
to hazard a prophecy as to the future, it 
would be that not Russia and the Slavonic 
race, but the great English speaking race, 
under Hebrew leadership, visible and invisi- 
ble, is the favorite of Providence, and the 
destined Ruler of the Gentile world.

A WHIRLWIND. 


On Thursday afternoon, 8th inst., a very 
soyore thunder storm passed over Bellevillo 
and vicinity. The storm commenced about 
four o'clock, and lasted for nearly an hour, 
during most of which time the rain came 
down in perfect torrents. For a fow mo- 
ments there was a shower of hail-stones, 
which were not as large as they boast of in 
Toronto, but which were of a respectable 
size however, and about as big as ono cared 
about seeing, Most of tho stones wore of 
a peculiar shape, being half an inch in di- 
ameter and three-fourths of an inch in thick- 
ness, being concave on one side and convex 
onthe other. Some were picked up as large 
as hickory nuts. The shower of ice did not 
last long, however, and it is probable much 
damage was dono. 

Doring the night this vicinity was visited 
with several thunder storms, the severest 
experienced during the season, Tho first 
shower commenced shortly after ten, and 
the sky had hardly cleared before other 
black clouds hung like a pall in the south- 
west, and then quickly extended over the 
sky, completely deluging the earth with rain. 
The heavens were fairly ablaze with light, 
and crash after crash of thunder volleyed 
from heaven's artillery. This was followed 
by similar showers up to seven o'clock this 
morning, when the last roll of thunder died 
away in the eastern horizon. 

These storms must have done a large 
amount of damage to the crops, particularly 
to the grain which was cut, and will mate- 
rially lessen the yield of most kinds of grain.

A brick house 
beyond the railway crossing on the Canif- 
ton road, oceupied by Mr. ‘Thompson, was 
struck also, the lightning entering by the 
chimney which is partially demolished ; in 
the sleeping room it broke the water pitcher 
and looking-glass and blackened the room. 
The kitchen is filled with splinters, and the 
sitting room has a number of pictures bro- 
ken anda large hole in the side of the 
room, where the lightning evidently escap- 
ed; that room is also much blackened, 

The house of Mr. John McCrudden was 
struck on the roof, the lightning stripping 
tho shingles off a strip about two feet wide, 
down both sides of the roof, partly demol- 
ishing the chimney; passing down the side 
of the building which is of stono,it shatter- 
ed a window frame and tore out half of the 
windew sill, stripping off a quantity of 
plaster in its course, 
Mr. McCrudden who was in bed at the 
time found himself on the floor when awak- 
ened, but received no serious personal 
damage further than he fevls a pain in his 
side. 
FIRE.

THE STORM ELSEWHERE, 
By Special Telegram.

From passengers who arrived by the 
Allen steamship ‘‘ Moravian,”son hor last 
voyage from Liverpool, weleardof a dread- 
ful catastrophe being ayerted by the hero- 
ism and disregard of their lives'on the part 
of the first ‘ofticer, Mr. Thompson, and the 
boatawain, Mr, George Sinclair. ~ The vessel 
left Liverpool on Thursday, the 25th ult., 
when all wont well until the night of Sun- 
day, 28th, or morning of the 29th, when 
the boatsw aimzeferred toand thesail-maker 
Robert Morris, discovered smoke jssuing 
from the forehol@. The chief officer, being 
on watch, seteto work at Once and got the 
tirpaulins | taken off, whon a yolamo of 
fire and smoke with a sickening smell pre- 


Sinclair was the first to Volunteer to go |be- 
low, regardless of the imminent danger; ‘to 
direct the water on the’ burning compart- 
ment. - He.was-not long down when he had 
to be dragged to the topyalmost dead from 
stiffocation, “His place was immediately 
taken by Mr, Thompson, first officer, who 
gallantly stood his ground until he yas 
overcome also by the gases that had been 
generated.. Tho engines were kept going 
and water Was poured down without cessa- 
tion until the fire was got under control. 
So admirable was the discipline among the 
crew that evérything was done without con- 
fusion or disorder, and the cabin passen- 
gers all the time were quietly sleeping.in 
their berths, Wticonscious of being in stich 
imminent peril of their lives. The steerége 
and intermediato passengérs were aroused, 
the fire being close to their quarters, but 
we are assured that their terror did not 
amount to anything further than an imme- 
diate resort to pray. Many whom, it was 
afterwards ie had ‘never offered a 


supplication before, were the loud 
est und most demonstrative in 
their appeals in the face of the 


terrible danger that-stared them in the 
face.. One of the passengers anid that a 
panic existed for a short time among the 
steerage Rare and that they took pos- 
session of the boats and would not get out 
of them, but we are assured by other pas- 
sengers that this was not the case, and that 
the covers were not taken off the boats dur- 
ing the trying ordeal, The fire was dis- 
covered between 3 and 4 o'clock a.m., but 
it is thought it had been smouldering from 
the time the ship left port the Thursday 
previously. It originated in one of the 
compartments in the lower hold among 
woolen goods, and it issaid thay they must 
have contained a large quantity of oil, as 
the smell that was emitted was frightfully 
offensive. It is stated that had the flames 
not beon subdued at the moment they wero 
aterrificexplosion must soon have occurred, 
as the partitionof the oil room, where a 
largo quantity of oil was stored, was nearly 
burned through. If this had-occurred noth- 
ing could haye saved the ship from absolute 
destruction, A large quantity of the burn- 
ing bales were thrown overboard, and the 
forehold was deluged to such an extent with 
water that a very considerable portion of 
tho cargo will be seriously damaged, but to 
what actual extent has yet to be dotermin- 
ed. Tho captain and officers and crew acted 
throughout in a most praise-worthy man- 
ner, and the crew especially are entitled to 
the very highest reward for their courage 
and discipline. The passengers passed reso- 
lutions of thins to the Captain, and ack- 
nowledged the brave services of all under 
him.

There is a splendid tribute to our holy re- 
ligion in the very English word which, in the 
leave-takings of the time, wo so frequently 
employ, if ‘God be with you” is the original 
of which ‘* Good-bye” is the abbreviation. 
It is fair, however, to say that some make the 
“bye” the same as “journey,” and the 
phrase the counterpart of the French bon voy- 
age Wo Reefer to believe—not a very can- 
did and jadicial state of mind, to be sure— 
the former derivation (the counterpart of the 
French a Diew,) and we are sure may 80 re- 
gard the word as they use it. ‘‘ God be with 
you ”—'* He can be, for He is everywhere ; 
and His presence is the best blessing we could 
wish you ; arfd even as we part with you, we 
pray for you ; and our natural affections that 

ind us together we thus consecrate by inter- 
Weaving them with thase high, loving thoughts 
of Omnipotent Father whose presence is at 
once the best company and the truest protee- 
ree ON this we would say in our ‘tGood- 

ye.” 

The mechanics of leaye-taking vary greatly. 
No doubt there is something in early training 
and example determining men's methods ;

young ladies cither. To be sure, it may be 
said the rings had po business there ; buta 
wise map, in matters of that kind, takes 
things as they are, and makes the best of 
them. One could not stand still on being in- 
troduced and beg a lady to remove her rings. 
as ho intended to bring her fingers under a 
pressure of fifty pounds ayoirdupois. 

The second variation combines soyeral fea- 
tures of other plans. Your hand is held, and 
by way of emphasis of sentiment, kindly sha- 
ken and squeezed at intervals, regular, like 
the beating of the pulse, or irregular, oxpress- 
ed, until you who are in this way imprisoned 
become ashamed, and wonder if you are to 
get your hand back again.

Facts About the Popes, 


Eighty of the Popes ate honoured as 
saints, thirty-one martyrs, end forty-three — 
confessors, St. Agacio was tho only Po 
who lived to be a centenarian, as he is Ae 
the only one, after St. Peter, who may be 
honoured with the title of miracle-worker, © 
St. Agatho died at the age of one hundred 
and seven years, in 682, having reigned 
three years, six months, and fifteen 
Gregory IX died at the age of ninety-eight 
yeors ; Celestine IT. ane Gregory XII. at 
the age of ninety-two; John XXIV. at the 
ago of ninety ;~Clement XH-at the age of 
eighty-eight years; and Clement X. and 
Pius IX. at ‘the age of eighty-six. Tho 
Popes have been drawn from all classes of 
socipty, Nineteen were sons or near rela- 
tions of princes, and an equal number éame 
from illustrious families. Many were no- 
bles in rank, or of great wealth, Others. 
sprang from obscurity. Sixtus VIL. was 
the son of a fisherman. Alexandor V. was 
the son of poor unknown parents; and 
passed his first years in begging from door 
to door, Adrian IV., the only English 
Pope, was abandoned by his father, and 
had to subsist on charity untiil, going to 
France, he entered a convent as servant, 
where by his intelligence and his virtues 
he was afterwards deemed worthy to be 
received into religion. Sixtur Vs had for 
his father a poor labourer, for mother a 
servant, and for sister a iaundress. St. 
Celestine V. was the son of a simple farmer. 
Benedict XII. wasthe» child of a baker, 
Urban IV. had a carpenter for his father, 
as also had Gregory VIL. Five of the Popes 
had studied medicine before taking holy 
orders. Benedict XL wastho child of a 
notary. Julius IIL. was the descendant of 
a famous jurisconsult ; Pelagius I. was the 
son of the vicar of the prefect of his pro- 
vince ; Paul V. had for his father a patrician 
of Siena ; and Eugene 1V., Gregory XUL, 
and Alexander VIL. belonged to patrician 
families of Venice. Whatever their origin, 
however, they no sooner acceded to the 
Chair of St. Peter than they displayed great 
wisdom, great charity, great dignity, and 
great piety.

Close’a mill, four miles from Napa- 
nee, was struck by lightning and burned on 
the 9th, Thoro was about 1,500 bushels of 
grain stored jn it, Insurance not known. 

A correspondent writes from Bridgewater 
as follows: We had the severest storm here

Anelectionis nowat hand, 
and, if it be an advantage of the Min- 
isterialists at this particular moment to do 
anything to secure the support and good 
will of the lumbermen in particular, it will 
be done; but would it not be much better to 
adopt a policy which would protect our own 
barges and tugs in our own waters, than to 
allow American built boats to do the work 
that should be done by our own yeasels. 
Take the Ottawa River as an instance, It 
is clear that that River is excluded from 
the terms of the Washington treaty which 
opens certain navigable rivers to American 
vessels; but while the Americans have been 
continually throwing obstacles in the way of 
Canadian ships doing business in their 
waters, we with our ‘Fly on the Wheel” 
government, have been allowing them the 
fall use of the Ottawa river and canals upen 
the same terms and conditions as those of 
ourown. In short while the policy of the 
United States has been to protect and 
foster every industry in the country, the 
Canadian Oabinet at Ottawa has been pur- 
suing a course that has brought ruin and 
bankruptcy upon nearly every man engag- 
ed in business. Let us then if we want to 
thrive, adopt the principles Inid down in 
Sir John Macdonald's resolution in tho 
House of Commons :— 
“That thi ae 
=r ee I elem 
National Policy, which by judicious readjust- 
ment of the Tariff will benefit and foster the 
Agricultural, the Mining, the Manufacturin, 
and other interests of the Dominion ; that 
auch a Policy will retain in Canada thousands 
of our fellow countrymen, now obliged to ex: 
patriate themselves in search of the employ- 
ment denied them at homo; will restore pros- 
Perity to our struggling industries, now so 
sadly depressed; will provent Canada from 
patna miss lo a sacrifice market; will encourage 
and develop an active interprovincial trade ; 
and moving (as it ought to do) in the direc. 
tion of a reciprocity of Tariffa with our neigh- 
hors, so far as the varied interests of Canada 
rome pases) will greatly tend to procure for 
mer ry, eventually, a reciprocity of 
This is the policy which it is the interest 
of allrwho desire to ace tho country prosper 
to Support. Mackenzie & Co, are opposed 
wo it—havo declared their hostility to en- 
couraging Canadian manufacturers and have 
sneered at the men who are giving a living 
to thousands of mechanics throughout the 
country.

The Boundary Commission. 


LARGE ADDITION OF TERRITORY TO ONTARIO, 
Orrawa, Aug. 5tb. 

The arguments by counsel before the 
boundary arbitrators were concluded on 
Saturday afternoon. The following is the 
award of tho arbitrators :—To all to whom 
these presents shall come ; The undersign- 
ed, having been appointed by the Govern- 
ments of Ganada and Ontario as arbitrators 
to determine the northerly and westerly 
boundary of the Province of Ontario, do 
hereby determine and decide that the fol- 
lowing are and shall be such boundaries, 
that is to say: Commencing at a point on 
the southern shore of Hudson Bay, com- 
monly called James Bay, where a line pro- 
duced due north from the head of Lake 
Temiscaming would strike the said south 
shore ; thence along the said south shore 
westerly to the mouth of the Albany River, 
thence up the middle of tho suid Albany 
River and of the lakes thereon to the source 
of the said riverat the head of Lake St. 
Joseph , thence by the nearest line to the 
easterly end of Lac Seul, being the head 
waters of the English iver to a point where 
the same will be intersected by a true merid- 
ianal line drawn northerly from the inter- 
national monument placed to mark the 
most northwesterly angle of the Lake 
of the Woods by the recent boundary com- 
mission, and thence due south, following 
the said meridianal line to the said inter- 
national monument, thence southerly and 
easterly, following upon tho internaional 
boundary line between the British Posses- 
sions and the United States of America in- 
to Lake Superior. But if a true meridia- 
nal line drawn northerly from the said inter- 
national boundary at the said most north- 
westerly angle of the Lake of the Woods 
shall be found to pass to the west of where 
the English River empties into the Winni- 
peg River, then and in such case the north- 
erly boundary of Ontario shall continue 
down the middle of the said English River 
to where the same empties into the Winni- 
peg River, and shall continue thence on a 
line drawn due west from the confluence of 
the said English River with the said Win- 
nipeg River, until the same shall intersect 
the meridian above described, and thence 
duo south, following the said meridianal 
line to the said international monument, 
thence southerly and easterly following up- 
on the international boundary line between 
the British Possessions and the United 
States of America into Lake Superior.

Ho 
know that tho said firm only tendered for 
from 5,000 to 10,000 deliverable at Mont- 
real, and from 5,000 to 10,000 deliverable 
at Duluth. Tho tender deliverable at 
Duluth was not taken and yot Cooper, 
Fairman & Co, supplied 25,000 tons. They 
supplied 6,000 for Vancouver Island without 
tender, and,not only that, 5,000 tons more 
wore purchased through another firm also 
without tender, st ten shillings per ton 
bolow Cooper, Fairman & Co's price. 

‘The same firm of Cooper, Fairman & Co., 
got the freighting of 5,000 tons of rails from 
Montreal to Duluth, for which they did not 
tender, at all, and even paid a higher rate 
than others tendered for tho work. Mr. 
Samuel of Montreal, who was the lowest 
bidder, was refused the contract, although 
he offered security for its performance, on 
the ground ho was not a steamboat owner, 
while Cooper, Fairman & Co., who were not 
steamboat owners and had not tendered were 
invited to Ottawa to confer with Mr, Me- 
Kenzie on the subject of this transport,and 
were giyen the ‘‘ Job” at a much lower rato 
than was asked by Mr. Samuel, and, in the 
month of June following they were given 
5,000 tons of rails more to carry without 
tender, And yet Mr, McKenzie fain 
would make us believe that “everything 
was put up totender.”

On my arrival at L’Amable I saw quite a 
gathering, and found it was fora political 
meeting, to be addressed by KE. D, O'Flynn, 
Eaq., tho Reform, or ** Grit candidate,” as 
generally. termed, After conversing with 
him and others for a short time, I passed on 
for York River, Several wished me to stop 
to the meeting, but as Mr. O'flynn did not 
nee fit to ask mo, I did not feel inclined to 
wait, although I should have liked much ta 
hear his viowa on tho quostions of the day, 
more eapeclally on Free Traile aud Protection. 
1 heard, however, from various sources that 
he denounces Protection. If he is opposed to 
protection, why doea he put bolts, bars, and 
locks on his store, warehouse, and dwelling ? 
Is it not to protect his property from mid- 
night marauders? Suroly so, and if auch pro- 
tection is good for his private property, why 
not a general protection for our manufactures, 
and farmers * 

If wo haye fair play with our American 
cousins, we ought to have reciprocity, 
but as we have not, is there any good reason 
why they shonld put a tax of 15 cents per 
bushel on our barley and rye, and 20 cents on 
our wheat, while we allow their wheat and 
corn to come into Canada duty free? Lot us 
examine the eae cases, It in said the con- 
sumer pays tho duty. So he does, but if bar- 

is worth $1 per bushel in Oswego, it ought 
to be worth 95 cents in Belleville, allow- 
ing 5 conts for storage and freight, providing 
we had reciprocity. But now, while the 
American consumer pays the daty, the Cana- 
dian farmer gets 15 cents less for hia bushel of 
barley. If Belleville, Trenton, Shannonville, 
and Mill Point, the four shipping places in 
this County, ship two million bushels ig the 
season, tho loss to thix County for the want 
of reciprocal free trade at 15 cents per 
bushel would be $30),000, and the lower the 
price of barley the harder it presses on the 
armor. - 

Supposo a farmer with 400 bushols of bar- 
ley worth $1 per bushel in Oswego,—he only 
gets $320 for his crop, but if he could save 
*he 15 centa per bushel he would haye $380, 
or $60 more by raving the duty ; or if his 400 
bushels wore worth only 75 cents in Oswogo, 
he would get $55 here, or $220, —or without 
duty 260 more, making $280; and the lower 
the grain goes the harder it comes on the 
farmer to submit to the deduction of 15 cents 
per bushel to meet the buyer of the Oswego 
market. Hence while the consumer really 
pays the duty, the Canadian farmer is depriv- 
od of the benetit of the extra 15 cents per bus, 
by the illiberal action of our American neigh- 
bors,—while in Canada we admit their corn, 
wheat, oats, &c. duty free, which must, under 
all circumstances, except in a short crop or 
famine, work against the interest of our farm- 
ers. 

Suppose our Government puts the same 
duty on corn, wheat, &c., coming from the 
States, aa is put on basley, wheat, &c , going 
from Canada ; supposing we meet them on 
their own grounds as to manufactures, and 
thereby shut them out as they do us, from 
making a slaughter market of their country, as 
they do of Canada, to the injury of our young 
and struggling factories, would wo not be 
more likely to get reciprocal freo trade in tho 
farming products, not only of grain, but of 
cattle, horses, sheep, &c.? I believe we 
would: 


It may be said there isnot much corn com- 
ing into Canada for consumption, I think 
the trade returns for the past fiscal year will 
show about eight million bushels of corn, 
about four millions of which was consumed in 
Canada. Now what good reasons can be 
shown why there should bo auch a difference 
between the two countries. It is true the 
most of the corn is made into whiskey, cut- 
ting down the price of the farmer's rye,aa they 
will find greatly to their disadvantage this 
year, as corn is so very cheap, being now 
quoted by the car load for best sound corn at 
46 cents per bushel at Toronto, while No. 2, 
for distilling purposes, can be laid down there 
for from 40 to 42 conts, whereas if the duty 
of 15 centa wero added, it would materially

Hunting the Buffalo. 


Hunting tho builalo is very different sport 
from atalking oithor tho antelope or red 
door, and is intensely exciting. Thoy are 
soldom, oxcopt by those who make thoir 
livelihood by selling tho skins, shot with a 

riflo, the usual method being to ride at full 
| gallop into a herd, select the most promis- | 
inganimal, and thon shoot it with a revolver, | 
A good deal of practice, and I might add 
nerve, is required before a man can expoot 
to become an accomplished Buflalo hunter ; 
awoll-trainod horse is also necessary to. in- 
sure success. | 

The first precaution to be observed after | 
sighting a herd which it is proposed ** to | 
run,” are to lighton yourself and horse of all 
superflious gear, which wo always handed 
over to ordeflie, tighten up the saddle- 
girths, unbutton your holstor, and see your 
revolver handy and ready for use. 

When everything is ready, advanco to- 
wards the herd at a brisk trot or canter, 
Awa rule, thoy will allow you to approach 
to within about two hundred yards, when, 
being alarmed, the whole herd will scamper 
off, This is the time to make the running, 
for, after retreating about two hundred 
yards, they will invariably stop and look 
around to seo whether they are being pur- 
sued or not. Before they can make up 
their minds to be off again the hunter ought 
to bo in théir midst, splitting the herd in 
two, and scattering them in all directions 
ahead of him. ‘Singling out a particular 
animal—if only the skin is required, a six 
or seven-year old cow is selected ; if food is 
wanted a three-year old is chosen—the 
huntor dashes up alongside, and when with- 
in about two or threo yards discharges his 
revolver rapidly into his victim, sticking 
close to the poor animal until it falls. 


The buffalo is wonderfully tenacious of 
life; I have myself chased an old bull, 
whose hoad I waa desirous of possessing as 
a trophy, for a distance of eightmiles, and 
he only sucoumbed after twonty-five bullets 
hadactually taken effect, the majority of 
which had entered a vital part. ~ When 
wounded they are naturally very savage, 
and, maddened with pain, will charge furi- 
ously, but are easily evaded by a well- 
mounted horsoman. When thoy sce their 
efforts are futile, they will stop short,stamp 
their forefoot viciously, snort, and shake 
their heads and shaggy manes with -impo- 
tent fury. An infuriated buffalo bull is a 
vory ugly customer at close quarters, but is 
really harmless if the hunter is mounted on 
a tractable horsé. The rapidity with which 
those clumsy, awkward-looking animals got 
over the ground is perfectly marvellous ; 
apparently shufiling along like a drove of 
cows,they arein reality travelling ata groat 
speed, and & man must be well-mounted in- 
deed who expects to overtake them if they

Our New Way of Butter-Making. 


From an English butter-maker, recently 
from the ‘Mother Country,” we have 
learned some new ideas in regard to butter- 
making, and, after experimenting under the 
new plan some twomonths or more, we 
feel confident to say the new plan is worth 
a fair trial by any one keeping from one to 
three cows, for a summer dairy, as we'are 
confident butter made after this plan has a 
sweeter flayor and will keep longer than 
when made after the old plan. The method 
as practiced of late is as follows ; 

After the milk has stood twelve hours, 
strained and sect in the usual way, we set 
the pan containing the milk over hot water 
and let it come to a scalding heat. Then 
it is set away and stands twelve or eighteen 
hours longer before skimming. The butter 
comes very quickly ; the cream only needs 
a little stirring. At least, our butter comes, 
in from one tothree minutes, I stir the 
cream in a stone jar every other morning. 
From twelve pounds of milk per milking 
we make oneand a half pounds of butter 
per day, onan average. The cream should 
bo taken off with as little milk as possible 
dipped with it:;as then thé cream keeps 
sweet aud pure for a greater length of time, 
also causing the butter to come sooner 
when stirred. There will be but little but- 
ter-milk—sometimes only what can be rin- 
sed out with water. 

We find that butter made from this 
‘‘cooked cream,” as it is termed in Eng- 
land, can be washed without injury. In 
fact, it requires washing to perfect its 
quality. 

It is a matter that might pay investiga- 
tion, to find whether it would pay to get 
vats sufficient in sizo to hold each milking 
of the dairy, and have them so constructed 
as to be heated at will; then, when the 
milk had stood twelve hours, bring “it to 
scalding heat—say 190 degrees—treating as 
described heretofore. The butter made 
after the manner heroin described had a 
different taste from that made from raw | 
cream ; but with usage the taste is soon 
educated to prefer butter made from .the 
cooked cream.--Ohio Farmer.

meat during the years 1876 and 1877 has 
just been printed as a parliamentary paper, 
The total quantity of dried meat imported 


1876 was 1,167,580 hundred weight, the 
value being £: 184, whereas the quan- 
tity imported in 1877 was 1,581,420 hun- 
dred weight, of the value of £4,117,808, 
Last year more dead meat was imported 
into Liverpool than into any other port in 
the United Kingdom, the total quantity 
amounting to 718,100 hundred weight, 
of the value of £1,761,393 ; 415,647 hun- 
dred weight, of the value of £1,113,177, 
were imported into London, and 282,019 
hundred weight, valued at £757,912, into 
Glasgow. 

The number of horses killed for food in 
Paris during the first quarter of 1878 was 
2,341, with 106 asses and I4 mules. The 
figures in the corresponding period of 1877 
were 2,228, 143 and 6, The first butcher's 
shop for the sale of horse meat was opened 
in London on the 4th of May last, aud by 
the 4th of July 36 horses, 7 asses and 1 
mule had been disposed of. Tho commit- 
tee for the consumption of this article of 
food has awarded the butcher a medal of 
honor and given him the sum of 1,200

Belgium, 32; Switzerland, ; Sweden, 
27.1; Ireland, 26.9; France, 25.8.

Something About ‘The Lazes. 


In the reports of the negotiations between 
Russia and the Porte for the cession of 
Batoum to theformer power, frequent 
mention is made of the Lazes ; but beyond 
the fact that early in the negotiations the 
Lazes sent in a petition through the Brit- 
ish Embassy at Constantinople to the Goy- 
ernment at home, asking tobe taken un- 
der its protection, nothing, probably is 
known about them, and to most people 
their namo is strange and their country a 
sealed book. The general idea about that 
part of the world is thatit is peopled by 
Circassians, a warlike race, divided into 
several tribes, which have successively fall- 
en under Russian dominion, although for 
many yearsa portion of them held out 
bravely against Russian usurpation, under 
their renowned chief Schamly ; but the fact 
is, that fromthe mountains of the Cauc- 
asus, which should ever have remained the 
southern boundary of Russia, around to 
Trebizond, the country is divided into dis- 
tricts, the inhabitants of which differ much 
in their national character and habits. Out- 
side the Russian territory, the extreme 
limits of which near Batoum previous to 
the war of the Tchorak-Su, we havo what is 
called Gorghistan and Lazistan, the country 
of the Georgians and Lazes. The former is 
but a remnant of what was once a powerful 
kingdom, and Laz influence prevailing, as 
will always be the case where the strong- 
willed and courageous are brought in con- 
tact with the weak-minded and timid, to 
all intents and purposes Lazistan may be 
considered as terminating but at the Rus- 
sian frontier. 

The treatmentof thesubdued Circassians, 
the Daghestantt, the Abassees and Mingre- 
lians, since the country to the northward 
of the Tchoruk-Su has passed into Russian 
hands and trans-Caucasia been tranquiliz- 
ed, has not been such as to inspira their 
neighbors under Turkish rule with any 
great desire for Russian civilization. It is 
not so much that their loyalty to the Sul- 
tan is excessive, or their love for the Turk 
very great. They are of a distinctly differ- 
ent race from the followers of Othman, and 
jealous of any interference with their own 
peculiar institutions, A sort of fedual sys- 
tem prevails among them. They are goy- 
erned by their own beys, under the su- 
preme authority of the vail of Trebizond, 
and as long as taxes are paid they are 
mountainecors revelling in the freedom they 
enjoy under the Star and Crescont, and 
care not to exchange it for any of tho bless- 
ings of civilization which the Russians 
could pretend to offer. They are Moham- 
medans in faith, and this link of Islan isa 
much stronger bond than Philo-Russians 
wish the world to believe. The Lazes, in 
particular, hold with great foneclty to 
their religion, though with the volatile 
Georgian his faith sits moro fj lightly, 
and a trip across the frontier either 
way frequently brings about, not 
a change of convictions, for ho has no doep- 
seated opinions, but of profeasion in matters, 
of faith. The war was eagerly welcomed 
by these people, and long before it was 
actually Tostared there had beon a rush to 
arms, and soyeral volunteer corps were 
formed under the command of the native 
beys. The first hostilitios commenced in 
this quarter by the burning of Shofkati, 
the Ruasian frontier post at the Tohoruk- 
Su, by a volunteor corps under the reonown- 
od Tchoruksoolu Ali, and they formed a 
screen round Batoum the Russians found 
most difficult to penetrate, Itis to those 
yolunteors as much as to the Turkish troops 
that tho honor is duo of having so long ro-

PARTY DITURBANGES AT OTTAWA 


Montreal Orangemen Attack- 
ed by Union Men. 


THE FOOT GUARDS ORDERED 
OUT. 


Tho Orange Young Britons of Montréal 
went to Ottawa to celebrate the Relioffof 
Derry on tho 12th. A grand procession took 
place in the afternoon, during which somo 
slight disturbances took place, 

The following account of the riot in th® 
evening is from the Ottawa correspondent of | 
the Globe 

A number of Union men arrived from 
Montreal this afternoon, and it is expected 
that a row will occur this evening. when the 
Montreal brethren walk in procession to the 
station, Bloody work is anticipated, and a 
good deal of anxiety is felt, Tho Guards 
have been ordered out in caso of a riot, and 
ball cartridge has been served out. 

Laren. =A row is now in progress on 
Clarence strect. Three Montreal Britons were 
chased into Stratton’s store by a lot of Union 
They were walking with three girls

At nino o'clock the Orange Young Britons 
formed in procession at the Orange Hall to 
escort the Montreal delegation to the St. 
Lawrence and Ottawa depot, where a mob 
of about five hundred Union men and rafts- 
men, armed with revolyers and stones, had 
congregated to meet them. One hundred 
men from theGovernor General's Foot Guards 
were stationed on the platforin east of the 
station, under command of Colonel White and 
Mayor Bangs. Alds. McRae, O'Keefe, and 
Stewart, with Colonel Ross, ocoupied a posit- 
ion in the rear ready to read the Riot Actin 
case of emergency. A number of promifent 
citizens, both Catholic and Protestant, moved 
through the crowd and endeavored to por- 
suade them to disperse quictly and return to 
theirhomes. This the mob refused to do, 
and it was quite évident that they meant to 
have a row as soon as the Britons made 
thoir appearance. Tho Chief of Police 
knowing this went to the Orange Hull and 
addressed the Britons, adpeiag them not to 
proceed to the regular depot, but to march 
quietly to the junction, about threo miles out 
on the Richmond road, where they eould em- 
bark quietly and prevent a riot.

The Agricultural Shows, 


Tho work of an agricultural society is 
not only to show a good example of im- 
proving machinery and live atock to the 
visiting farmers and their families, but al 
so to‘give a corroct account of the various 
advances which agriculture has mado since 
the last meeting. In addition to this its 
mission is to bring together, the various 
mombors and visitors for a general oxchange 
of ideas, not only upon the Bibject of agri- 
culture, but upon all subjects, 

Farmers in this country-live too much 
within themselyes—have few opportunitios 
of exchange of ideas and experiences, and 
aco apt to run in ruts. Progress in agri- 
culture, as in all sciences, is diametrically 
opposed to ruts. 

A projudice against book farming, as sci- 
entific agriculture is too tréquently called, 
will of course militate against the proper 
reception of new ideas by tho ordinary 
farmer at these meotings. Nevertheless, 
tho discussions and debates by book farm- 
ers frequently give birth to ideas which 
subsequently develop into untried experi- 
ments and sometimes result in untold pro- 
fit to the producing classes. 

There was a time when the cultivation of 
small fruit was almost a hidden mystery, 
confined to the favored few who kept their 
secrets and trade upon them. A number of 
yoars ago however, a young and ambitious

ments and study wrote a book. Now,near- 
ly overy farmer is not only able to raise the 
small fruits which are necessary for the 
health aad welfare of his family, but can 
send his surplus to those markets where 
such food is greatly needed. The mystery 
has ceased, and this particular branch of 
cultivation is an open book. This is men 
tioned as only one of the benetits arising 
from this interchange of ideas spoken of. 
By all means sustain the agricultural 
societies and attend their meetings and 
shows. 

DOMESTIC ANIMALS, 


While few farmers are really hard heart- 
ed, many of them perform cruel acts to- 
wards their domestic animals by reason ei- 
ther of mistaken economy or intended 
mercy. Many owners of dairy stock will 
tell you that at no time isit good to allow 
shade trees in pasture lots, because the milch 
cows will spend their time in the shade, 
when they should bo grazing in order to 
give a fair portion of milk. Place these 
unthinking men in the same position—de- 
Fare them of all shade and rest during the 
heat of the day, that they may not neglect 
their work, and how long will they last? 
Animal structure is very similar throughout 
the whole species. Proper food, good’ ex- 
ércise and'the sleep and rest to recuperate 
its energies are required by each whether 
human orotherwise. So, too, the protec- 
fion and shelter which a man gives to him- 
self against excessive heat or cold and rapid 
changes of temperature are quite as neces- 
sary for his domestic animals, with such 
modifications as difference of structure and 
habit will naturally suggest to every think- 
ing man. 

But much too frequently the thinking 
and reasoning part of thé propositions is 
held in the Background! and Some wise saw 
of the grandfather becomes!the prompter. 


Henee, the poor animals aré the immediate 
sufferers by physical pain, and the unfor- 
tunate owner the sufferer by” loss either of 
the animals or their usefulness. A little 
careful thought bestowed upon the subject 
will at once show the fallacy of many of 
the ancient saws, and then, by the addition 
of a fair degree of what is called horse-sense 
the averege farmer will at once discover 
that care for the comfort of the domestic 
animalis a precaution agaitist its sickness 
and failure in its spheres of usefulness. 
Mr, Bergh’s humane intentions may be 
entirely ignored in this proposition, and 
will prove itself upon purely economical 
grounds. Then add Bergh to economy, 
and a team is made which-must insure suc- 
cess. 


Kitchen and Market Garden. 


This isa month of abundant returns from 
the garden, but it is also one of a rich har- 
vest of weeds. The hot. days are favorable 
to the destruction of weeds, and all work 
with the horse or hand implements tells 
most satisfactorily. Weed.killing—always 
in order—and the setting and sowing of a 
few late and succession crops, are about all 
that will occupy the gardoner, who will find 
in this of all working months, the nearest 
approach to leisure. 

Szep Sowrne for the later crops will be- 
gin this month. Spinach may be sown for 
an early fall crop, but that to be cut later, 
or to be wintered over, should not go in 
until next month. Rutabagas, if not put 
in last month, should be sown at once; 
but the quicker-maturing sorts, like Yel- 
low-Stone and Aberdeen, wi!l be moro sure 
now. 

Ontons are usually ready to harvest at 
the end of this, or the first of next month ; 
when a majority of the tops fall over, 
growth has ceased, and the onions may be 
pulled. Many growers prefer to sell at 
once. If they are to be stored the onions 
should be left on the bed, throwing three 
or four rows into one, until well cured. 

Onton Sers, as soon as growth ceases, 
are to be pulled, allowed to dry, and stored 
in a cool, airy place in thin layors, to pre- 
vent heating. 

Cetery.—Late plantings may still be 
made, and in ordinary seasons will form 
yood sized roots. That already out needs 
to have the cultivator run between the 
rows, occasionally, and such weeds as ap- 
pear in the rows removed by hand ora 
*lance-headed hoe.” 

Root Crors of all kinds should be 
worked until the growth of leaves prevents 
it. 

Sweer Corn in the garden, with a little 
care, may be made to aid the dairy, So 


cut to feed green, or they may be cured 
for later uso, ‘Reject and burn all stalks 
that are “‘ smutty.” 

MELoNns may be made to ripen evenly by 
turning as they approach maturity, and it 
is well to place a wisp of hay or a shingle 
under them to keep them from tho ground. 
When a melon is ripe the stem roadily 
parts from the fruit, 

WATERMELONS are known to be ripe by 
the sound they give when struck by the 
finger. A sound cannot bo roadily doscrib- 
od, buta little practice soon makes. it 
familiar. 

InsxoTs will be abundant and must not 
be neglected. As soon as turnips aro up 
“the flea” will fiud them. Sprinkle air- 
slaked lime or ashes along the rows. Watch 
the tomatoes for the ‘‘worm,” which can 
be traced by its droppings.

process of Dr. Lemoyne in Pennsylvania, 
which he regarded as revolting in the ex- 
treme. In order to bring the matter in the 
fullest light before the public, the doctor 
placed himself in communication with the 
eading scientists of the countiy, and in re- 
sponse to numerous invitations consented 
to come to this city and give an explanation 
of his process, About fifty physicians and 
undertakers from this city; New Haven, 
Baltimore, and other large cities, assembled 
yesterday afternoon, in the rooms of Mr. 
Stephen Merritt, in Eighth avenue, to wit- 
ness the experiment, Shortly after three 
o'clock Dr. Rodgers appeared, and in a very 
modest way jutroduced himself to his audi- 
ence. He is a tall, well-built man of fifty- 
three, with large intellectual head, slight- 
ly bald, light hair, and has the address and 
mannor of a professional lecturer. While 
he was speaking, the curiosity of his hear- 
ers was aroused by three open ceskets which 
lay behind him. 

“Vf the gentlemen will now step for- 
ward," said he, ‘‘ I wi'l explain the pro- 
cess.” One of the caskets contained the 
body of a woman who died of dropsy; an- 
other that of a woman who was carried off 
by a malgnant disease, and the third was 
that of a man who died of consumption. 
The body of one of the women had been 


lying in the Morgue and the undertaker’s 
thirty-two days, and yet, under the in- 
fluence of the newly discovered fluid, not 
only was there no offensive odour, but the 
limbs were entirely flexible and the skin 
assumed a life-like hue. ‘The doctor ex- 
hibited the “needle” used in the process, a 
tube about fourteen inches long and one- 
third of an inch in diameter, with a taper- 
ing point, which is inserted in the abdo- 
men and forced upwards through the diaph- 
ragm, first over one lung, then over the 
other, and lastly into the intestines, the 
fluid being pumped in by a sme!l rubber 
tube. The average quantity is one quart. 
A small flat brush used by painters in var- 
nishing is next dipped into the fluid and 
passed over the entire body, and this part 
of the process the doctor styles‘*brushing.” 
This completed, the body, it is claimed, re- 
mains inact for months and years. “Of 
course,” said the doctor, ‘‘wo do not pro- 
pose to prevent absolute putrid decomposi- 
tion, but we have accomplished the fact that 
tho body shall remain perfectly innocuous.” 
He said that it was astonishing how poople 
sit in churches where bodies are interred 
and never realize their danger. 

“ Seven bodies recently removed from 
one church,” he said, ‘contained gasses 
sufficient to poison 27,000 persons. Eleven 
cemeteries have recently been closed in the 
city of London for this reason, according to 
“Wilson’s Hygiene,” and from the same 
authority we learn that a few drops of de- 
composing animal matter, impregaated in a 
well, poisoned 487 persons. This is the 
most powerful poison known, according to 
the ablect scientists. A body weighing 150 
pounds generates 120,000 cubic fect of gas. 
A decomposing body gives off sulphuretted 
hydrogen and ammonia,which are offensive 
tothe smel!, The other gasses emitted 
are not offensive, but are poisonous, so that 
people are frequently poisoned by gasses 
without knowing it. When sulphuretted 
hydrogen is breathed it causes diarrhoa, 
typhus and typhoid fevers, which was proy- 
ed in all the wars from the Crimea to the 
Turco-Russian. The molecules in small 
pox cases penetrate the earth and come to 
the surface as water percolates, and enter- 
ing our house is breathed and creates dis- 
ease.” 

With the new compound the doctor said 
he would enter the abodes of the worst 
cases of small pox, typhus or yellow fever, 
and render those maladies perfectly innoo- 
nous. Its primary effect, he said, is to de- 
stroy contagion, and in this respect it is 
the most powerful agent ever placed with- 
in the reach of man, so that it will at once 
preserve the health of the living and the 
bodies of the dead. The doctor frequent- 
ly rubs it on his hands, and can even drink 
it in solution in small quantities. | Physi- 
cians have claimed that nothing can pone- 
trate dead tissues. Dr. Rodgers has falsi- 
fied this theory in one of his early experi- 
ments on the body of a woman who had 
been dead thirty days. He colored tho 
fluid black and injected it into the body, 
and when the leg was afterwards cut the 
flesh appeared a natural red color and the 
dark fluid oozed out. ‘‘ Wo have proved 
beyond all question,” said the doctor, 
“ that it not only prevents but arrests do- 
composition, and Profeasor Wood and 
other eminent physicians in the city admit 
it after the severest testa." : 

(¢ Tho first instance of the application of 
the ‘Alokton’ in this city is not only so 
full of intereat, but so startling, that mon- 
tion of it cannot be here omitted. The wife 
of a wealthy gentleman rosiding in Forty- 
seventh street died of puerperal fever on 
the 28th of last May, in her 38th year, 
Prior to her demise she requested her hus- 
band not to have her remains interred for 
six days. After the third day the odor 
from the body became so offensive, not- 
withstanding the large quantity of ico 
used, that the undertaker suggested an im- 
mediate interment. ‘No,’ said the dis- 
tracted husband, ‘I will carry out my 
poor wifo's wishes to tho lotter." Tho un- 
dertakor had recourse to Dr. Rodgers,who, 
aftor a briof consultation, had the consent

Colonial Governorships. 

Colonial Goveiaorships, which for along 
time were chiefly held by military officers, 
influential Irish ex-members of Parliament, 
etc., are evidently looking up, and likely 
to become prizes for a different order of 
men. New Zealand has a Marquis to 
govern it, andnow Cenada is to have a 
semi-royal occupant of its vice-regal throne 
Victoria, Australia, which js regarded as 
the blue ribbon of Australian governor- 
ships, will be expecting a very distinguish- 
ed occupant for its throne on the next 
vacancy, So far as climate is concerned, 
the Austrelian governorships are far pre- 
ferable to the Canadian and Indian. Gov- 
ernment House at Sydney, for example, 
is for eight months in the yeat about as 
delightful a residence a3 the world can pro- 
duce—a spacious monor, sumptuously fur- 
n'shed, with its lovely gardens, sloping 
down to a harbor, adm ‘tted to be surpass- 
ed only by that of Rio. The Government 
House at Hobais Towa, Tasmania, ‘3 an 
even finer abode—far too fine, in fact, for 
zo poor acolony. It was bui't by conyict 
labor dur'ng the time that the colony was 
a penal settlement, 

The salary at Sydney is £7,000, that at 
Melbourne £10,000; but certain allowances 
bring tho sala\y at the former very nearly 
up to the latter. The utmost that a gov- 
ernor in these two colonies can save if he 
maintain the style and hospitality oxpected 
is $5,000, that is out of his own salary ; 
but no man is expected to trench on his 
ptivate means, and besides Lord Dufferin, 
who has really been unnecessari'y Javish, 
probably very few have done so. Lord 
Loi ne’s royal wife has a parliamentai y grant 
of £6,000 a yeer, and she further had a sum 
down of $150,000 ; so that, apart from any 
allowance made him by his fathor,they will 
be amply able to maintain the dignity de- 
manded. They have no children. The 
Indien governorships aro much more yal- 
yable then the colonial, and admit of large 
savings. It is considered that a viceroy 
there can, without any difficulty, put by 
$250,000, After cighteon years’ servico 
colonial goverors of first-class colonies 
seceive $6,000 a year pension. This is the 
highest pension awarded to those in tho 
service.—N. Y. Times,

their stricken citizens, or would re; ply that 
legislation, in their belief, was ales and 
decline moving in the matter? We fanc 
the country would utter no uncertain ponud! 
but would speedily bing in a verdict that 
such men misunderstood their position and 
responsibilities, and wero absolutely in. 
competent to be entrusted with the govern- 
ing power. Tho practice of legislative tink- 
ering is, without doubt, reprehensible and 
dangerous ; but there are cases where a read- 

justment of legislation is not only judicious 

mat poatirely essential. Canada has stag- 
gered, is yot staggering, under commorcial 
cholera ; her trade and manufactures aro con+ 
vVulsed, the hands of her skilled mechanics are 
demoralized, and the promoters of the disease 
are allowed to stalk the country at will, with.

Orrawa, Aug 13. 

Midnight.—No disturbance has as yet 
occurred.

Patrick’s Hall. One of the leaders having 
stated that it was their intention to march 
to Upper Town and demolish the residences 
of prominent Orangemen, Mayor Bangs 
ordered out the Foot Guards. They are 
uuder command of Col. Ross, and are row 
stationed at the head of Sussex-st. await- 
ing orders. Speeches were made by the 
Catholic leaders, some of whom counselled 
the crowd to act in an orderly manner, and | 
not fight until they were attacked ; others 
encouraging them to march through Upper 
Town and have revenge for last night's pro- 
ceedings. These inflammatory speeches 
excited the crowd, and at one time it 
was thought the advice would be| 
acted upon. A start was really made, but 
Messrs. Starrs and Lefebvre finally suc- 
ceeded in making the crowd alter their de- 
termination. The Union men are all wear- 
ing handkerchiefs round their arms, and 
are armed with hardwood sticks. They in- 
tend remaining on the watch until five 
o'clock in the morning, a rumor having 
been set afloat that the Britons would burn 
down the Cathedral. 

1 a, m.—Between twelve and one o'clock 
& prominent Orange leader named John 
Holt ventured down Sussex-street in the 
vicinity of the Revere House, but a short 
distaiice from where the Union men are 
stationed, when he was pounced upon by 
amoband badly beaten.

no waggons, a sort of shoye-boat answering 
the purpose, At the station you find 20 or 30 
of these farmers with their saddlo-horses tied 
to the fence, gaping at the train as it arrives ; 
this is their only amusement. The rivers af- 
tor a rain remind one of pea-soup colored with 
yellow ochre. After crossing the Rappahan- 
nock, something like improvement is visiblo ; 
soveral wealthy planters have erected fine 
houses and commenced the cultivation of to- 
bacco, for which I was informed the land was 
particularly adapted. But even here weeds 
predominate, and the thistle grows to a roya 

size, At Groenwood we commenced to ascend 
the Bluo Ridge Mountains, so called from 
the peculiar blue haze that always overhings 
them. The grade is seventy feet to the mile, 
ard ia twenty miles the highest point is 
reached and just after passing Staunton the 
view is truly magnificent, the blue atmos- 
phore adding greatly to its beauty. The sides 
of the track are here covered with peach trees 
grown from stones thrown from the train At 
Gordonsville a good mountain drive is ob. 
tained and here I received my first introduc 
tion to fly brushes, The parlor cars on tho 
road are very comfortable giving you an op. 
portunity to see on all sides. Arriving at Mil- 
boro soon took my seat in the Mountain 
coach fit for a small fortress and drawn by 
four horses—15 miles over the mountains,and 
it takes just six hours—on this road is passed 
the celebrated Blowing Cave (situated near 
the cow pasture) —a small hole in the rock by 
the side of the road about three feet square, 
and from which is emitted a sort of cold fog. 
The current isso strong that it moves the 
limbs of trees for a long distance ; in winter 
this current is quite warm, As you cross the 
Warm Spring Mountain, at an elevation of 
2,250 feet above the sea, the view is glorious 
Jn the extreme, Immediately in front of youis 
the setting suns, declining behind a mountain 
thirty miles off, the valley below is already in 
darkness, while behind you are the tips of the 
hills still lit up by the declining rays, Near 
this spot accesible ovly by a mountaiy path is 
the celebrated Flag Rock, 3,000 it above the 
sea and 900 above tho bed of the valley, used 
as a signal station during the war. The bed 
of the valley is reached by a winding road in 
a mile and a half, and the stage stops at the 
foot, the piazza of the Warm Springs Hotel, 
just after dark. This seems to be the contre 
of attractions as the guests crowd tho balcony 
to see new comers. The Hotel proper is a 
yory large building with two wings used as 
ball-room and dining-room respectively. There 
are two other large buildings 
rooms only, besides numerous cottages, each 
two rooms, for the use of families,invalids and 
bachelors, The whole estate comprises 1,000 
acres and was purchased by the present owner, 
a Confederate officer eight years ago for $50,- 
000. The buildings are situated in the bed 
of the valley with mountains 900 fect high on 
three sides, 


containing bed- 


shape, fifty fect in diamoter holding 60,000 
gallons and can be made seven fect deep. 
The gents is the same shape forty fect in dia- 
meter holding 43,000 gallons. Small dressing 
rooms jut out on all sides and a platform the 
entire circuit inside ; there is a cold bath at- 
tached, supplied from the mountains. The 
water is perfectly clear, of a bluish tint and 
the temperature is invariably 98°, this morning 
however, it was 102, A larga dome is open at 
the top for the escapeofgas, ‘The surface of the 
water 18 never quiet owing to its boiling up 
in every direstion and the continual bursting 
ofthe bubbles of gas. It is very buoyant but 
hard work to swim in. A rope is stretched 
across the center for those who can not swim. 
No birds can livein the building or fish in the 
water, a snake put in will die five 
minutes, The drinking fountain is 
separate from tho baths 
up in a marble well 4 fect deep and 30 inches 


Tho overflow from these 
three sources is 6,000 gallons (six thousand)

A Chain of Fortresses, 
A contemporary recalls the fact that 
when in [876, Disraeli was advocatirg the 
passage ofthe bill making Queen Victoria 
Empress of India, he spoke of the day when 
“a chain of fortresses would blind the Gan- 
gestothethames.” A little while ago Cyprus 
was added to that chain, and now the cablo 
brings the news that the islind of Socotra 
in the Indian ocean has become an integral 
portion of tho empire, Socotra isa bold, 
pictures'jue island, equal in area to the Stato 
of Rhode Island, containing monntains 
which tower to the height of 5,000 fect 
above the tropical scas which surround it. 
It lies 100 miles to the eastward of Aden, 
another British station, at the mouth of tho 
Red Sea, and, like the latter, occupios a 
commanding position in the track of the 
vessels going from Bombay to Suez. It 
cnntains buta few thousand inhabitants, 
Tho English Government contemplated its 
occupation as early as 1834, and even went 
so far aato land troops there, but subso- 
juently abandonod jt for Aden.

WAS IT MURDER? 


THE TRAGIC END OF THE LATE MR. A. LEAMY 
STARTLING DISCLOSULES MADE AY 
A WOMAN—snm BXIUHITS THE WATCH 
WORN BY MK, LBAMY AT THE TIME OF 
WIS DEAT TEN YEARS AGO, 


(From the Ottawa Citizen.) 


Many will recollect the tragic ond of the 
lato Mr. Andrew Loamy, a prominent reai- 
dent of the county of Ottawa, which oc- 
curred on April 21st, 1868. The circum- 
stances connected with the case were of the 
most suspicious charactor, and at tho time 
it was generally believed that he had been 
waylaid by roughs and robbed and murder- 
ed. It will bo remembered that deceascd 
had spent the day in the city, and on re- 
turning homeinthe evenil et with his 
doath on a forced roadway leading to his 
property from tho Chelsea road. When | 
discovered, his hoad was severely cut and 
his side bruised, but life was not complete- 
ly extinct. He was, however, perfoctly 
unconscious, and although every effort was 
made to restore him, he expired shortly 
afterwards, An inquest was held but no | 
light. could be thrown on the maunor of his | 
death. An open verdict was therefore re- 
turned. At the time, howover, it was 
known that whon he left home that 
morning, he had in his possession a very 
valuable gold watch and chain, also a small 
sum of money, but when picked up, the 
watch and chain wero missing. This 
naturally created the impression that there 
had been foul play ; but on the other hand 
the theory was advanced that as the night 
was dark the bu, might have collided 
with a boulder and thrown him out, and 
in this way his injuries might have been 
inflicted. ‘lhe affair created great excite- 
ment in the community for a time, and the | 
authority at Aylmer undertook an investi- 
gation. There were no new developments, 
however, and in the course of timo the | 
matter was almost forgotten. Nothing | 
more was done until yesterday, when Bai- 
liff Clawson,of Aylmerinformed Mrs. Leamy 
wife of the deceased, that he had something 
important to communicate to her, regard- 
ing tho death of her husband. Naturally, 
Mrs. Leamy was very much agitated over 
the prospective disclosures and told him to 
go on with the story. He proceeded and 
in substance told hor that a woman whose 
name need not be mentioned for the pre- 
sent had called upon him and said she had 
a serious story to unfold. He expressed 
his willingness to hear her, when she told 
him that on the night of the 21st of August 
her husband presented her with 
a gold watch and chain which sho 
produced and handed to Mr. Clawson for 
inspection, She said this was Mrs. Leamy’s 
watch, but how her husband came into pos- 
session of it she didnot know. Mr. Claw- 
son then left and returned with the woman 
herself, who mado the following statement 
to Mrs. Leamy :—On the night of Mr. 
Leamy's death, my husband and _brother- 
in-law were working on apiece of land on 
the side of the forced road through which 
Mr. Leamy had to pass to reach his resi- 
dence. When they came home at night 
my husband presented me with a gold watch 
and chain.

The number of 
inhabitants in the Chinese Empire has been 
greatly ovor-cstimated. The ordinany toxt- 
book statement is that China has a popula- 
tion of 500,000,000, and we remember to 
have scen the amount set as high as 600,- 
006,000, Those figures were obtained from 
missionaries and travellers, who wore never 
in a position to secure official statements 
and who rarely knew much of the torritory 
lying inward from the coast. They wero, 
in other words, vague gucsses, which geo- 
graphers published for want of better infor- 
mation, But within the past ten years 
the interior of China has boon pretty 
thoroughly travelled over, and present in- 
formation concerning it is much more defi- 
nite than it formerly was, and, as conse- 


cerning the number of the inhabitants have 
been materially qualified. There is, it is 
true,no Government census, but, gathering 
the opinions of the Imperial officials, the 
entire population does not much excoed 
600,000,000. Now, for a vast country like 
China, this is not an oxceasive number,and, 
with tho introduction of improved methods 
and cultivation andmodes of transportation, 
there is no reason why the domand for 
labor at home should not be sufficient to 
prevent any genoral exodus of the inhabi- 
tants.

CONCLUDED, 


I read the will to him very carefully, ox- 
plaining its full effect. When I had finished 
ho muttered : ‘‘ Quite right,—quite right ; 
but Tam afraid Hannah will not be fads 
ed."’ I counselled him not to mention it to 
her : and my advice seomed to satisfy him. 

Ringing tho bell, I requested Mra, Chur- 
ton to sammon James Burn and Margaret 
Sims, the two servants who had witnessed 
the first will.

The Resources of Oyprus. 

A British merchant long a resident of 
Cyprus writes thus toa London paper: “‘ The 
climate is similar to that of Crote ; the winter 
is short and cold, and summer long and hot, 
but not oppressively so on account of the 
aweet Mediterranean breezes, which make tho 
evening particularly cool ; and peoplo of regu- 
lar habits will find it not only froe from sick- 
noss, but beneficial, if they do not indulge too 
freely in the beautiful fruit which growa near- 
ly wild in every part of the island. ‘The 
English farmer will reap a good harvost, with 
moderate toil and careful study of the 
seasons ; labor is cheap and plontiful, but the 
natives, like most Orientals, are lazy and 
want looking after, Manuros and artificial 
manures are unknown, the soil being rich in 
itself, Farmers should provide themselves 
with tools, ote., before starting ; but as horaos 
and mules are cheap, and tho surrounding 
countries rich in them, English animals ought 
notto be taken there, except for breoding 
purposes, ‘Tho vines are richer than in any 
other country, and whon proporly oultivated 
will supply us with the wine Homer praised 
to much Throughout Turkey in Europe, it 
ie used asa cure for consumption, and tho 
‘Americans have of late boon drawing largo 
supplies of it, Aromatic tobacco of the most 
delicate quality is oxtonsively grown, ‘prinoi- 
nally for tho St. Potorsburg markot. Fine 
Pird timber ts plontiful, notwithtanding tho 
enormous quantitien that havo boon recklosn- 
ly out down by the Government, and a Turin 
firm are now oxhibiting some raro spocimens 
at Paris; sloopors for railway and other pur- 
poses will be found in abundance, especi- 
ally whon tho oxisting roads ayo repaired and 
othors constructed ; rice, beans, whont, bar- 
loy, olives, raiains, locust beans,cotton, hemp, 
wool, silk, beeswax, hone nmdder, and beet.

Tho following statement doos not by any 
moans oxhaust the subject,nor does it show 
fully tho falso position in which wo are 
placed in our trado rolations with the 
United States, but it deals with subjects 
that are within our own knowledge, and 
which directly concerns the eloctors of the 
Dominion. 

Let the Canadian farmer ponder upon 
the following statemont of oxports from 
Canada to the United States, during 
tho year ending 30th Juno, 1877, being 
the latest official returns that have been 
printed. 
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which went into consumption, in Canada, 
free of duty, in distilleries and otherwise, 
which took the place of Canadian barley 
and rye, which the Canadian farmer had to 
export in order to find a market, upon 
which thoy had to submit to a reduction in 
prico of 15 cents per bushel, which wont 
into the United States Treasury, Had 
this 4,178,427 bushels of corn been import- 
ed, subject to a duty similar to that impos- 
ed by the United States upon Canadian 
barley, namely 15 cents per bushel, it would 
havo yieldeda revenue to this country of 
$626,764.05. Orhad it been kept out of 
the country by a duty, then the consumera 
of the corn would have had to pay a higher 
price for the Canadian farmers’ barley and 
Rye to an amount equal to that saved by 
the importation of corn free of duty. 


Now lot us call attention to a few other 
articles, and see how Canada stands as 
compared with the United States in our 
trade relations; _ 

Canada imported of Coal free of duty from 
the United States, to compete with our 
own great supply of fuel, 769,664 tons, 
yalue $3,082,149. 

Canada exported coal to the U. S., 187,- 
772 tons, paying a duty of 75c. per ton, 
boing $139,840 into the United States 
Treasury. 

Canada imported, free of duty, about 
6,000 tons pig iron. 

Oanada exported, subject to $7 per ton, 
3,282 tons pig iron, being $22,974 into the 
‘Treasury of the United States. > 

Canada imported flour to Manitoba, $40,- 
260, free of duty, whilst the Manitoban 
cannot send back a bushel of wheat in ex” 
change, except at a difference of 20 per 
cent, 

Having made dur best offset, with such 
odds against us, we have to make good to 
“our best customers,” about $25,000,000 in 
cash, for manufactured goods on which 
they have all the profit. Is it a wonder 
that we are growing poorer day by day and 
rolling up deficiencies in our balance sheet } 

There is an item to be considered that is 
not in the trade returns, but which every 
farmercan supply from memory: How 
many sonsand brothers haye left your 
homes to find employment in the United 
States? And, have they gone thither to a 

field more depressed and sufforing than ex- 
ints in Oanada,as the organs of the Govern- 
ment pretend to tell you? You know 
better, tho young mon know better, and 
the Government ought to know better. 
If they do not know better, thon they aro 
unfit to rule tho country. If they do know 
better, and do not attempt to legislate in 
such @ way as to provent this fearful drain 
upon the resources of the country, then 
tho electors shuuld use the franchise with 
which they are entrusted to place more 
capable men in their places.

A BHIPWREOK ON THR AUSTRALIAN COAST— 
BSOAPR OF A YOUNG LADY AND MID 
SUIPMAN, 


(From the San Francisco Gall.) 
AvoKtAnn, N, %, June 26.—The British 
ship Loch Ard, Oapt. Gibbs, from London 
for Melbourne, with acargo valued at $350,- 
roar Cape Otway on the morn- 
ing of June 1, Miss Evelyn Carmichael 
was tho only passenger saved out of sovon- | 
teen, and a midshipman named Thomas 
Poarco ia the solo survivor ofa crew num- 
boring thirty-two. 
For twodays provious to the morning of 
June Ist the sky, was so overcast that tho 
captain was unable totake observations. 
Atdontho morning of that day ho saw | 
Danger Reef, boing at that time scarcely 
half a milo from tho shore, the ship boing | 
under olose-reefod topsail and running bo- 
fore the wind. Tho captain, who was on 
deck, gave ordors to bring the ship to the 
wind, but shy would not weathor the land. 
| Ho then let go both anchors, with a fifty 
fathom cable to each, but she would not 
| hold, and the ship dragged. When 150} 
| yards fromthe rocks the captain allppad | 
| both anchors and tried to put on sail, but 
| only got the mainsail sot when tho veasel 
struck on her starboard quarter. This was | 
just when it was breaking day, and im- | 
mediately the topsail fell over, killing two 
seamen. Thocaptain at once ordered the 
crew to get the boats out for the lady pass- 
ongers ; but this was not done, as the waves 
were dashing over the decks. Pearce and 
five other seamen got into the safe-boat, 
but were washed over. Pearce swam to 
the boat and kepton to it while it 
drifted into a small bay where the 
ship had atri Atday break ho foud} 
himself drifting toward the beach, and man- 
aged toget on shore. At this time the} 
beach was strewn with wreck and drift- 
wood. Aftur he had recoyerod he walked 
about to see if there were any of the passen- 
gers or crew, After a little while he heard 
a cry, and saw & lady about fifty yards out, 
He swam out to her, She appeared to be 
insensible, but was clinging to aspar. Frm 
her statement it appears that she was nearly 
the last on board, being in conversation 
with the Captain just before the ship went 
down. The Captain told her if she should 
survive to tell his wife that he died like a 
seaman, at his post, Before Pearce came to 
her rescue there were two others clinging to 
the same spar, but sho saw thom washed off. 
This young lady was Miss Evelyn Carmich- 
ael. 

He dragged her ashore and pulled her 
iuto a cave, gave her some stimulant and 
covered her up, and laid down himself to 
sleep, being exhausted. He thinks he must 
have slept about two hours,and on awaken- 
ing found the young lady apparently re- 
covering. He then started to get help,and 
after some considerable difficulty climbed 
the cliff, which is upward of 100 feet high. 
After he got on top he walked about till he 
luckily found a track,and started on in the 
direction of Mr. Gibson's Glenample 
station, After walking on the track about 
two miles he was met ‘iS aman in Mr, 
Gibson's omploy, named George Ford,who, 
after making enquiries of Pearce, started 
back to the station and brought Mr. Gibson 
back with him, Pearce having gone back 
to tho lady to give her the good 
news that help was at hand; when, to 
hishorror,on arriving at the cave where he 
had left her, she was not to be found. He 
searched about till Mr. Gibson came, aud 
then they together searched ; but she had 
evidently strayed away, and they were 
afraid that she had got washed into the sea 
again ; when,just as it was getting dark,G, 
Ford, who was searching among some 
scrub, heard a faint ery, “On, I am dying!” 
He went to the spot and found the young 
lady. After Mr. Gibson came up they at 
once endeavored to get her to the top of 
the cliff. Sho was nearly bare of clothing. 
Mr. Gibson took off his own boots and 
stockings and put them on her and got her 
into his buggy, which he had sent for, and 
drove her to the home statiom, arriving 
there about 2 a.m., when Mrs, Gibson very 
kindly took charge of her, and has since 
continued to take every possible care of 
her.

At tho beginning of Wednosday's sitting | 
there was a roally interesting scene, which 
deserves to Be noticed.

At Wednesday's moeting he 
came in his carriage, which stoppod at the | 
entrance, whence the Princo was carried to 
tho door of the council-room, when every | 
one hastened around him to congratulate 
him on the restoration of his health. | 
Soon after Prince Bismark declared tho 
sitting opened, Prince Gortschakotf then 
begged permission to speak and though the 
Prosident exhorted him to be seated, ho | 
rose with apparent effort, and, amid pro- | 
found and respectful silence id ; | 

“Mr, President, Your ollencies 
After haying been kept away for several 
days frora our deliberations, I do not like | 
to reappear among you without making the 
following remarks, which are prompted by 
the love of truth and of my country. Dur- 
ing your lato deliberations my coll 
(the prince here bowed toward M.d" 
and Count Schouvaloff) have granted you, 
in the name of Russia, concessions far sur- 
passing those she thought of making.”

I merely wish to 
state to you what is well known, that Rua- 
sia has made these sacrifices from her do- 
sire of peace, and that she spoke trath when 
declaring, before as well as at the end of 
the war, that she merely stood up on behalf 
of the Christians of the East, thatshe had 
no narrow or selfish aim, but that having 
made enormous sacrifices in a war in whith 
the cause of christianity and civilization 
was alone at stake, she has just proved her- 
self capable of also making sacritices for the 
great work of pacification to which you are 
devoting your efferts. I suppose no one 
will gainsay the glory of her army, which 
has achieved the most brilliant victories ; 
but Russia wishes it to be known that she 
is desirous of exchanging the laurels of vie- 
tory, bought with the most precious blood, 
for the palm of peace. ' 

These words were followed by a profound 
silence, due, probably, to the emotion of 
his auditors ; for the spectacle of the illus- 
trious old man thus exerting his last ener- 


gies to vindicate the moral greatness of his 
country was really calculated to touch the 
heart. After afew moments Lord Beacons- 
field rose and begged to be heard. In lan- 
guage which I have heard greatly extolled, 
but of which Ihave not been able to ob- 
tain the exact text, the English Premier, 
with that varied action peculiar to him, 
thus began : 

“T feel sure I shall interpret your senti- 
ments in 6xpressing the profound admira- 
tion I have felt for the language of my no- 
ble and illustrious friend, and the way in 
which he has given utterance to the true 
sentiments of hiscountry. Iam happy to 
think that it isa desire for peace which has 
guided the decisions of Russiain the late 
deliberations. I therefore hasten to ac- 
knowledge it in the name of this illustrious 
Oongress, listening to me,and I firmly hope 
that I shall meet with the sare. sentiment 
n all its deliberations,” 

Lord Beaconsfield spoke for several min- 
utes longer and then sat down, and the 
real business of the meeting began after 
this somewhat sentimental incident, by 
which however, the noble lord produced 


the best possible effect on all his auditora,-}

Always an ounce pf prevention is 
worth a pound of cure, for it isnot an ea y 
task to fight off the blues. Misfortune, sor- 
row, individual temperament, and even the 
accidents of wind and Weather, often combine 
to weigh down the soul until, in extreme in- 
stances, insanity may be the result. But 
there is no rule to cure every one; each 
must find out what is the most effectual in his 
own case, and presevere with it to the end. 

A Mistake. 

There are hundreds of well meaning . but 
thoughtless country people who require their 
children to work on the farm’ when they 
ought to be in school, thus robbing them of 
the inestimable benefit of a good education, 
Two boys of the samo age and ability start 
for school in May.

His excuses are 
often atnusifg when we take into considera- 
tion the age and size of the little man. He 
has “had to help plan,” or “log off a piece 
for potatoes;” or “help ma,” or “pick ber- 
ries.” His schooling averages about two days 
of the week, At the close of the ternt there 
is an examination. The first-mentioned lad 
has made rapid progress in his studies, 
The foundation stone is laid for an intel- 
ligent, useful man. How is it with his 
companion? His advancement is scarcely 
perceptible. Who is to blame? Not the boy, 
4nd certainly not the teacher. Has the little 
farmer earned enough to pay for his lack of 
school culture? Emphatically no! he has 
suffered an incaculableloss, Untila child has 
wirlenternt!—hisd cchrearoutr, met SONI Oe 
allowed to attend school during ten months 
of the year. “At tifteen the boy or girl is 
strong pong to be of use, while at the samo 
time they will be capable of learning by prac- 
tice and ora aN gee ey have ree 
learned only in theory. many 6160 0 
lass would ins up a fund of useful knowledge 
Auring the evenings and odd days when other- 
wiso unemployed, that would be a perpetual 
fountain of usefulness during all their lives. 
Whereas the child who has an occasional day, 
or week, or month at school, even from the 
time he is five years old until he is twenty- 
one, will have a very limited amount of know- 
ledge with which to begin a business life ; and 
undoubtedly he will be obliged to knock about 
the world doing the drudgery of his former 
companions,—looked upon as a sort of ignor- 
amus in spite of using his best energies.

The Wheat Crop 


ITS CONDITION IN ALL PARTS OF THE 


UNITED STATES, 


Wasuinoton, D. C, Aug. 15,—Late re- 
turns to the Department of. Agriculture 


show a decline in the average condition of 


spring wheat from 106 in July to 75 in 

August. The excessive heat of July in- 

flicted very great injury upon the crops of 

the north-west, and especially in Minne- 

sota, where the promise of crops is 

reduced toa little more than half an 

average. The heat especially affected late 

sown wheat. In some counties the 
haryest was delayed by rains until the 

grain was over ripe. Nebraska suffered loss 

than other portions of the north west spring 
wheat region, but over her average condi- 
tion was depressed 10 per cent. ‘he Cali- 
fornia conditions of growth deteriorated 
during July especially on the western slope 
of the coast range. Tho spring wheat re- 
gion of the east report a much higher con- 
dition than the north-west. The gencral 
ayérage condition of corn on August Ist was 
96 against 95 in July. The Atlantic 
States north of North Carolina have gen- 
erally shown an improvement. Jn the 
South Atlantic States the season is gener- 
ally moro beneficial to later plantings, 
while onthe Gulf Coast the earlier plant- 
ings, which were greatly in (he majority, 
enployed especial advantages. Texas cor- 
respondents speak of the season as the 
most propitious for many years. On the 
eastern slope of the Mississippi Valley wet 
and dry weather alternate in contiguous 
zones, affecting tho crop very 
differently, gonorally showing a 
decline south of the Ohio River, and 
improvement north of it. West of the 
Mississippi the most marked feature is pre- 
valence of rain in what was called the Great 
American Desert, All States of this region 
except Missouri show an improvement dur- 
ing July. The crops of the Pacific Slope 
is full average on irrigated lands.

The Disturbances in Ottawa. 
TATEMENT BY TUX DISTRICT GRAND MASTER 
AT OTTAWA, 

Orrawa, Aug. 16. 

Mr. Clarke, District Master of the Orange 
Order, writes to the evening papers as fol- 
lows :—Statements have heen’ publicly made 
reflecting on the conduct of those who took 
part in the recent Young Briton’s Pionic, 
Those statements are not even consistent 
with themselves, and can only gain credence 
awong people at a distance or those blinded 
by bigotry and hate, In justice to the par- 
ties maligaed, and to place the blame where 
it belongs, the following well authenticated 
facts are laid before a discriminating public. 
The procession, which offered no impediment 
to business, was conducted in the usual way, 
the tunes played and the bavners and regalia 
displayed were those which our Roman Catho-

Over churn to overwork it, churn or work 
it at the wrong tempersturo, and the grain 
is gone, nover to be restored, and with itis 
gone a largo percentage of the selling value 
of the butter. Enough water (brine) must 
be retained to produce this appearance, 
which distinguishes ‘‘ butter” from 
“grease.” Consequently the most porfect 
grain is obtained by washing in the churn 
before the butter is * hered.” 
YRAST FROM GRAPE 
It has beon discovered that grape leaves 
make a yeast in'some respect superior to 
hops, as the bread rises sooner and has not 
the peculiar taste which many object to in 
that made from hops. Use eight to ten 
leaves for a quart of yoast ; boil them for 
about ten minutes, and then pour the hot 
hquor on the flour, the quantity of the lat- 
ter being decermined by whether the yeast 
is wanted thick or thin. Uso hop yeast for 
raising it to begin with,and afterwards that 
made of tho grape leaves. Dried leaves will 
be as good asfresh, If a dark film appears 
upon the surface when rising,a little stirring 
will obviate it.

by astronomical observation, the height there 
to be at about lat. 48°40’ N., and the trend 
between the two points is S. KE. and N. W.

The Disturbances in Ottawa. 
TAL DISTHICT GRAN MASTER 
AT OTTAWA, 
Orrawa, Aug. 16. 

Mr, Clarke, District Master of the Orange 
Order, writes to the evening papers as fol- 
lows ;—Statements have heen publicly made 
reflecting on the conduct of those who took 
art in the recent Young Briton's Picnic, 
Those statements are not even consistent 
with themselves, and can only gai credence 
among people at a distance or those blinded 
by bigotry and hato. In justice to the par- 
ties maligued, and to place the blame where 
it belongs, the following well authenticated 
facts are laid before a discriminating public. 
The procession, which offered no impediment 
to pusiness, was conducted in the usual way, 
the tunes played and the banners and regalia 
displayed were those which our Roman Catho- 
Jic friends have heard and seen every year 
withouttheirequanimity beingdistarbeds bar 
ing the procession several deliberate attacks 
were made upon it the only object of which 
was to create disorder. At the junction of 
Wellington and Sparks strect, a man named 
Kannntyl without any provocation, struck a 
Young Briton in the ranks, who retaliated by 
knocking his assailant down. Konnedy was 
then hustled out of the way without receiving 
any serious injury, Atthecorner of Rideau 
and Sussex utrects stones were thrown at the 
procession from the roof of Egleson’s Block, 
causing s momentary confusion, but no one 
was injured. The procession reformed, when 
on reaching the head of York street some 
missile was flung into the ranks, causing a 
fracas, which resulted in the arrest of two 
participants init. During the remainder of 
the route of the procession an occasional 
stone was thrown, more as a cause of mer- 
riment than anything else. Nothing of a 
seiious nature occurred after this, until, 
on returning from the pic-nic the Young 
Britons learned that an attack was to be made 
upon their Montreal visiting brethren on their 
way to the railway depot, and that the Mayor 
had ordered a detachment of volunteers to 
keep the peace. This was very provoking, 
because, in the first place, it marred the close 
ofa yery agreeable day, the pic-nic having 
been one of the most successfal and harmoni- 
ous ever held here, and, secondly, because 
they considered themselves entitled to better 
treatment from their fellow citizens, whose 
enjoyments, hewever noisy or offensive, they 
had never once interfered with. Misled by 
some of the authorities they waited till the 
last moment, and quietly made their arrange- 
ments, and started for the depot. when they 
were met on the way by the following tele- 
gram, in answer to enquiry as to what timo 
the train would start : 


August 12th, 10 P. M. 


TATEMENT BY 


To We, Parker: 
No train gone round to Richmond Road for 

them as requested by the Mayor. 
(Signed, ) R. K, Craze. 


This loft them no alternative but to go by 
the Chaudiere Junction, which they did feel- 
ing not too well used in the matter. Those 
who accompanied the Montreal visitors to the 
trains were advised and agreed to go quietly 
home withaut music or other noise, By that 
advice they were guided, and that agreement 
was kept, A few Young Britons and other 
citizens from Upper Town formed an escoré 
to see safely home those of their friends who 
lived in the more dangerous parts of the 
Lower Town, and would have done it peace- 
ably if unassailed. While passing down 
Sussex street, a rabble coming up York street 
from the direction of one of the Union Halls 
charged upon them withatones and firearms, to 
whichattack they replied so vigorously thatthe 
attacking party fled like deor. Seeing from this 
the necessity of keeping together to the fur- 
thest point where any of the party lived, they 
proceeded on their way, but were again at- 
tacked at the next corner, andif a stone or 
pistol shot directed at the attacking party 
struck a house, or broke a window,it was not 
to be wondered at, when we remember that 
in broad daylight people broke their own 
windows by flinging atones from the inside of 
their houses at the procession. rte chased 
the mob down Sussex to St. Patrick street, 
and up Dalhousie, and then carried out their 
original design of leaving their friends at their 
seyeral places ofabode. Throo important facts 
can be estabiished beyond dispute :—Ist. The 
purpose of the party in visiting Lower Town 
was peaceable, 2nd. They injured no one until 
fired upon, 3rd, Neither ghots nor stones 
were purposely directed against any house, 
much less against those of a religious char- 
actor.

the now Parliament on the 21st September, 
«4 third proclamation will authorize the 
issue of writs for tho election of a new Par- 
Tiament. 
«Nominations throughout the Dominion 
will take placo on the 10th of September, 
~ gpa polling on the 17th. In Manitoba, 
nominations will be held on the 19th of 
September, Tho writs for Prince Edward 
and the more remote counties} leave 
wa to-day.” 
: Thus but four weeks will elapse before 
the day of polling, which is very short no- 
tice i . Itid quite evident that the 
“Government are calculating on gaining by 
surprising their opponents, but their suc- 
‘cess in this regard will be.very small, the 
‘Opposition being at least as well organized 
are the Grits.

Ho was followed by tho High Constable, 
who merely testified to the arrests, and the 
fact that some of those arrested wore cor- 
tain omblems, Thon camo that ever ready 
meddler in everything of public character, 
Sir Francis Hrycks, whose animosity to 
Orangeiam is well known, whose evidence 
is worthy of an attentiye reading, showing 
‘as it does, that he holds strange views upon 
tho question of civil liberty. Asan inatance, 
Gavazzi had no right to be protected be- 
cause {he was a foreigner, but Ohiniquy 
had because ho was a Canadian, but neither 
hada right to denounce Roman Catholic- 
iam in a Province where that system of 
religion was universally in the ascendant, 
All this looks as if Sir Francis was fishing 
for a nomination for one of the divisions 
of Montreal. 

The following is Sir Francis’ evidence as 
far as received :— 
Sim Francis Hixcks, being sworn, was ex- 
amined by Mr. Barnard, and doposed as fol- 
lows:—I have resided in Canada for over 
forty-six years, and since 1838 I have taken a 
prominent part in public matters, Some 
yeara before that, and hofore I came to Cona- 
Jn, T have studied the Orange question, and 
exeopt during the fourteen years T was ab- 
sent from Canada, I have followed the pub- 
lie disvussions on the Orange question. I 
can't say that Iam acquainted with tho cir- 
cumstances of the velebration of the 12th of 
July last, but any Orange procession in a city 
like Montreal is calculated to cause a breach 
of the public peace. It is what was unknown 
in Ireland in its worst days. I remember 
readiag the proclamation of the Mayor, and 
the one of Mr. Grant. Tho proclamation of 
the Mayor I now see in the Witness of the 
10th July last, marked ‘D,” and Mr, Grant's 
proclamation I now see in paper “A.” 1 am 
aware that for months previous to the 12th 
of July the peace would be broken if the Or- 
ango procession took place, and that the May- 
or was called upon to take measures to pre- 
serve the peace of the city, both by the City 
Council and the citizens in general. I am 
aware that a large mecting of the magistrates 
took place for the purpose of deciding on the 
particular measures the Mayor should put 
into effect, and the Mayor's proclamation was 
the result of the meeting. Iam aware that a 
large portion of the inhabitants of this city 
are Roman Catholics, and a goodly number 
are Irish Catholics, From my experience of 
the objects and results of the Orange proces 
sions, it is my opinion that the proposed pro- 
cession on the 12th of July, with banners and 
regalia, would be considered by the majority 
of the population as a provocation and an in- 
sult, I'know the Catholics have good grounds 
for looking upon it in the light they do, 
Cross.examined by Mr. Doutre. 
Q. Who is oxpected to commit a breach of 
the peace atany Orange procession? A. I 
persume the Catholics would, inasmuch as 
they will not allow an Orange procession to 
march through thestreets with their regalia 
and banners. 
Q, In your long experience, have you ever 
heard or known, in any place governed by 
English law, that when a breach of the peace 
has been apprehended measures of protection 
or repression were taken by the authorities, 
not against those who were expected to com- 
mit a breach of the peace, but against those 
who were the intended victims of that breach 
of the peace? A. I know that inthe year 
1835, or thereabouts, the Attorney and Solici- 
tor-General of Upper Canada, both Protes- 
tants, both with resins towards the Orange- 
men, gave their written opinion that it was 
the duty of the civil authorities to prevont 
any procession calculated to produce a breach 
of the peace. I believe that Protestants in 
Ireland are constantly prevented, since the 
ropeal of the Processions Act, on the same 
ground. They did not state there was any 
special law at that time, and, to my know- 
ledge, there is none now, unless it be the law 
recently passed at Quebec. 
Q. Could not the principle on which that 
opinion was based applied to, so as to 
justify the authorities in preventing a sermon 
jing delivered in a Church, with the approv- 
al of the whole congregation, if it be appre- 
hended that in delivering that sermon it 
might induce or provoke some parties outside 
of the church, and of the congregation, to pre- 
vent that sermon from being delivered? A. 
Ido not think so. Ican see no analogy be- 
twoen a sermon delivered in a church and a 
procession going through the public streets 
with banners and regalia, known to te the 
symbols of an Association holding principles 
which the Irish Catholics know to beidentified 
with their degradation duriug a century and a 
half, and which degradations there is every 
reason to believe,from their open declarations, 
the members of the body would like to sub- 
ject them to in Canada. 
Q. The breach of the peace being the same 
in the case stated in the last question, as in 
the case of an Orange procession, would not 
the authorities be equally justified, in one as 
in the other, in preventing the cause leading 
to the breach of the peace? A. I cannot con- 
ceive it possible that a sermon delivered in a 
church could cause a breach of the peace, and 
I therefore cannot venture an opinion as to 
what a Mayor or other magistrate might feol 
it his duty to do, if assured that such breach 
would occur, 
Q. Have you not heard of the cause of Gavazzi, 
when Zion church was attacked with firearms 
and stones;while Gavazzi waa deliveringa sermon 
to the congregation of that church, and also of 
the cause of the same preacher, who was the oc- 
casion of a similar assault on Chalznors street, in 
Quebec, afew days previous? Have you not | 
heard, ¢ither, of the congregation listening to | 
sermons of Father Chiniquy being attacked in

RELATIVE VALUE OF CORN AND OATH. 


| 
Tho results of experiments that havo 
boon mado with somo 10,000 horaos of tho 
cab company in Paria, and published by 
tho president of the company, M, Bixio, 
adds, to the testimony of the omnibus com 
pany of that city last year, that tho sub- | 
stitution of maize for oats effects a large 
economy while affecting no diminution in 
tho working powor of the animal, The 10,- 
000 cab horses tave been operated upon 
during a period of five years, their feeding 
boing regulated according to tho most 
scientific principles and the no less impor- 
tant point attended to—book-koeping. As 
compared with the year 1872, a saving of 
19 contimos—noarly 4 sous per animal per 
day—was effected in 1877, representing a 
totaleconomy for the year of 1,058,610 
francs. 


THE “GRAIN” OF BUTTER 


Whon the butter has “come,” and ap- 
pears in little irregular masses, from a pin’s 
head to a large pea in size; is tho time to 
draw off tho .buttermilk and wash the 
butter in thechurn. This removes all the 
buttermilk. After being themgathored and 
removed from the churn, worked, washed 
and salted on the butter-worker at tho 
proper temperature, we find upon breaking 
it that it has a granular look. Tho mass 
seems to bo mado of little particles with a 
alightly glistening appearance ‘This is 
called the “grain.” ‘These small particles 
are partially kept apart by films of water 
(after salting, this water becomes brine), 
and the peculiar toxture thus imparted to 
the butter is a test of proper manufacture, 
Over churn to overwork it, churn or work 
it at the wrong temperature, and the grain 
is gone, never to be reatored, and with itis 
gone & largo porcentage of the selling value 
of the butter. Enough water (brine) must 
be retained to produce this appearance, 
which distinguishes ‘‘ butter” from 
“‘groase.”” Consequently the most perfect

grain is obtained by washing in the churn 
before the butter is ‘‘gathered.” 
YEAST FROM GRAPE LEAVES. 


Tt has been discovered that grape leaves 
make a yeast in some respect superior to 
hops, as the bread rises sooner and has not 
the peculiar taste which many object to-in 
that made from hops. Use eight to ten 
leaves for a quart of yeast ; boil them for 
about ten minutes, and then pour the hot 
liquor on the flour, the quantity of the lat- 
ter being determined by whether the yeast 
is wanted thick or thin. Use hop yeast for 
raising it to begin with,and afterwards that 
made of the grape leaves. Dried leaves will 
be as good asfresh. If a dark film appears 
upon the surface when rising,a little stirring 
will obviate it. 

FLOATING CURD. 


Floating curd may arise frou disease in 
cows. Milk that is productive of this curd 
has a sweety, sickish taste. Such milk does 
not develop acid fast enough, and mixing a 
little sour whey with it is profitable. Float- 
ing curds are not plenty, and can bo gener- 
ally avoided by cooling and airing the milk, 
Sufticient rennet should be used to bring 
the curd in fifteen to thirty minutes. Ren- 
nets, however, should be tried as to their 
strength, as theyare apt to vary to an ex- 
tent to render trial and watching a neces- 
sesity.

Nu 
merous villages will at once spring into ex- 
istence. ‘Towns and cities will double their | 
size. There will be many years of constant 
work for all artiticers in building, and in 
making machinery, and many thousands of 
people will find employment in addition to | 
the actual operatives, It is sometimes | 
said by men who have not considered the | 
matter, that foreign workmen would at | 
once come and fill all vacancies. Whether 
they be foreign or not, it is plain that the 
number Protection would bring would | 
more than double our city and town popu- 
Jation—plain that it would afford occupa- 


| tion to more than donble our present num- | 


ber of farmers to supply them, as compu- } 
ted above. This, again, would make more | 
work in the towns, and create more towns. | 
While prosperity is increasing and the coun- | 
try receiving emigrants, there is always full | 
work at high wages. When it ceases to} 
improve, work gets very scarce, and wages 
fall.+ All may recollect that while the 
States were receiving half a million emi- 
grants a year, wages were extremely high, 
and workmen scarce. So in Canada, as 


| : 
| long as many were coming here, times were } 


good, work plenty, and wages high. Noth- | 
ing is more certain, trom all past time,than 
the fact that, given prosperity under which | 
workmea are coming fast into a country, 
there will be work enough in that country | 
| for all, as long asjthe influx has such cause. 
We have in this country resources which, | 
if properly used, will allow influx of a hun- | 
| dred millions of people before we are glut- 
| ted with labor, Our trouble hitherto has 
been that we could not give employment to | 
those who didcome. Ifa number of British 
operatives come here, they pass on to the 
| States, though we use large quantities of 
| the very goods they could make for us. 
But we buy them in foreign lands, and the | 
men must leave us. Let ws look at our 
one Toronto furniture factory, for instance, 
| employing say seven hundred hands. In 
its adjoining store, it néeds but very few 
men to sell these goods. Now look at our 


goods, and consider that to every one of 
| these there is a large factory, with its 
hundreds of hands, elsewhere, and under 
Protection, we would have them all here. 
And one who remembers the great impetus 
to business, given a few years ago to ‘Tor- 
onto when a couple of foundries in the 
railway and other lines were each employ- 
ing five orsix hundred men—who remem- 
bers how busy and prosperous the stores 
were near them, and what a good market 
farmers found for their produce then com- 
pared to now, can well see the result of | 
| having two or three hundred factories. If 
a factory employs 300 hands at $1.50 a day 
every day $450 are paid out ; every wee 
$2,700 leaves the hands of the operatives, 
who do not keep it,for even if they deposit 
| it, the banks lend it. Those who get it 
pay it out ; others again spend it, it goes 
on to others, it circulates continually ; it 
comes back to the factory owner, it goes | 
out again; every time it changes hands 
there is a profit. Eyery additional factory | 
is an additional market for all those in 
other lines. A'] this creates what is call- | 
ed a series of markets ; creating one creates 
others, and occasions production and con- 
sumption in an endless progression. This 
gives the secret of the Massachusetts sav- 
ings given above. Tt must be remembor- 
ed also that the other classes who follow 
operatives would add extremely to the 
general wealth.§ Manufacture brings in its 
train all kinds of people to work for it. 
Lawyers, doctors, ministers, artists, writers, 
orators, flock to it. Magniticent churches, 
universities, colleges, halls, theatres, hos- 
pitals, will be erected. Many men of in- 
dependent income will, finding there pleas- 
ant places to live in, come and reside. 
There would be many such immigrants, for 
Canada is the healthiest land—by statis- 
tics—in the world ; but our few towns are 
too lifeless as yet to attract them—a life-

Farmers ~ 
near our few cities have these, in some re- 
spects, now ; but they have this great difli- 
culty: all through the back country we 
have no cities, and the whole produce of 
the back country pours into our few 
cities to compete with the near farm- 
ers. The consequence is, as all know, 
_ the backwoodsmen gets next to 
nothing for his butter and egys, 
while the frontier farmer is hindered of his 
price by their influx. This would be re- 
moved by Protection, which would give 
towns and cities in many parts of the land. 
Farmers would be able to hire men tho 
year round, and would be able nay find it . 
necessary—to devote most of their time 
not to labor, but to overseeing their men, 
and buying and selling. So long as he is 
amere export farmer, he must drudge with 
his men in grain-growing,or it will not pay. 
But give him the chance to farm well 
which a near market bestows, and he will 
find it pay better to ovefsee than to work. 
Land-scratching for grain is a dull business 
—the ground yearly getting harder—the 
soil poorer. Of all the world, Canada furn- 


| ishes most recruits to the lunatic asylums— 


from a people, too, naturally keen-witted 
and sensible. But the country is dull The 
young men find no life—no busy industries 
around. He often leayes. Here is the list 
of Canadian born residents in the States at

Had we had 
Protective tariffs few of thuse would haye 
left us, and multitudes more, who came 
here from Europe and had to leave for the 
States, would have found full work hore. 
Some statistics given by one farmer will 
here be quoted :— 

‘* He farms 20 acres of good land, grew 
on it in {875—an ayerage year—220 bush- 
els of wheat, 400 bushels of turnips, 120 
bushels of potatoes, 2 tons of hay. Amount 
of imported manufactured goods used by 
his family of six, in one year as follows :— 
Sugar, $8; dry goods, $40 ; crockery, $2 ; 
imported hardware $10. Making $60. 
Their homespun cloth, factory cotton, nails 
and most of their tools are Canadian made, 
adding which with what they bought would 
reach $100 altogether. Now suppose (what 
is not the case, for Protection cheapens)— 
but suppose all goods bought, Canadian 
and imported, heightened in price in pro- 
portion to the tariff, and suppose ten per 
cent added to the existing tariff. It would 
cost him $10 a year. Now what would he 
gain! His village wheat market is always 
ten cents lower than Toronto price ; whe- 
ther it go to Europe or the Maritime Pro» 
vinoes it will cost 15 cents for carriage at. 
least ; commission will raise it to 20 venta. 
Could he have sold it close at hand- he 
would have made $44 on the wheat, His 
turnips are worth about 16 conts per bush- 
el ; but with a manufacturing town at fair 
teaming distance he could sell them at 25 
cents easily-—40 more saved. His potatoos 
could average 30 cents a bushel more—S36 
wore saved. His farm could receive the 
great advantage of a supply of manure, 
which now it cannot get, and it could be 
relieved from the steady wheat drain, when 
roots, fruit, and cattle in alternation would 
pay better. Under Protection there would 
be within two miles of- him a lange manu- 
facturing town, for there ia one of the bost 
watec powers in Canada, Coal, as it is 
close to a lake port, could also bo cheaply 
obtained. (Koy farma in Canada are not 
near manufacturing facilities of one 
sort or another.)

And 
how isagriculture to be made prosperous 
but by building up and sustaining home 
markets? [tis not for the manufacturers, 
but for the mechanics and farmors that L

Q. Is it to your knowlodge that no anch 
legislation has been in existence for several 
years before! A. I am aware that the 
Party Processiona Act, which was specially 
directéd ayainst Oratige processions, was 
repealed several years ago, but it seeins to 
be the opinion of the authorities in Irel ind 
that the common law affords ample means 
tothe authorities to prevent processions 
calculated to endanger the public peace.

Agaip, acow is often given a better 
character than she deserves because she 
yields a large mess of milk for a short time 
at the flush, whilst her yield through the 
season is less than that of another cow that 
gives only two-thirds as much per day at 
the best, but holds out her milk two months 
longer. The value of a cow depends ypon 
her gross proceeds per year, and not upon 
her yield of milk for two or three months. 
All these facts must be determined by a 
test of each cow on her own merits.

Every dairyman should fix a standard, 
below which no cow should be retained iu 
the permanentherd. This standard sliould 
net require the highest production, but 
rather sch average yield as may easily be | 
reached with good food and care, This 
standard will then be the yield of the lowest 
Gow in the herd, while the average will be 
considerably higher. who 
has studied the question of proti loss 
in his business, will fix a standard below 
4,000 pounds of milk per year, for this is 
the minimum yield on which a profit may 
be made. But he will often be able to 
reach 6,000 pounds or more, and, with | 
reasonable care in selection, his average H 
will reach 5,000 pounds per cow for the 
herd, And if butter be miade, the yield 
should be 200 lbs. of butter per cow, with 
a herd of common stock. Yielding this 
avérage, and if they have been selected for 
richness of cream, they should yield 250 
Ibs., of butter per cow. This will form a 
basis also for 500 lbs. cheese per cow, and 
therefore should yield on an ayerage for 
any term of years, at least $50 per cow be- 
sides what may be made from tho refuse 
milk in butter making or whey in cheese 
making. The refuse milky in butter mak- 
ing, should pay for the labor, leaving $50 
for the keeping, interest on the cost of the 
cow, and profit. In cheese making the 
whey is worth less than for»pigs or calves, 
and would thus reduce the profits some- 
what. 

The selections of these. profitable cows 
may be made very easily by simply weigh- 
ing the milk one day in each week, if cheese 
alone is to be made ; and if butter isto be 
the product, then in addition to weighing 
the milk, each cow's milk, fora limited 
time, niust be set by itself, so that the col- 
or, quality and quantity of cream may be 
noted, and the cream must also be churned 
into butter,andthe percentage of cream 
does not determine the percentage of but- 
tor. A cow whose milk requires more than 
265 lbs. fora pound of butter should not be 
kept for butter making, but should be sold 
for cheese making: Now whilst dairy pro 
ducts are low, the time is most favorable 
for selecting the herd, and weeding out all 
cows that do not come up to the standard 
for which the cows are kept.—Rural New- 
Yorker.

The apple tree borer is the larva of a 
beetle known to entomologists as Saparda 
bivittati, or two-striped Saperda, the nppor | 
side being marked with two longitudinal 
white stripes between three of light brown; 
tho under side of tho body and logs is white, 
This beetle is about three-quarters of an | 
inch in length, and appears in June and | 
July. The female usually deposits lier 
eggs noar the. base of the tree, upon soft | 
young bark, between the interstices of the 
old rough scales, if there happens to be any 
on the tree, Instinct guides the operations 
of this beetle, consequently the oggs are 
laid in the most favorable position for their 
development, and this, of course, would bo 
in a secluded spot, and where the larve can 
readily pesca the tree.

The Orange Question. 
ANOTHER PHASE OF E CASE —CONTEMIPT OF 


counr, | 


The case was continued on Tuesday in 
the Grand Jary Room. ; 
Mr. E. Carter, Q.0,, said that the proso- | 
cution Low came to another phase of the | 
caso connected with the Orange Order, 
His loarned friend, Mr, Doutre, would save 
a groad deal of time if he would admit that 
the defendants wére members of the Orange 
Order. If this were done he would be able | 
to close the case to-morrow. As soon as | 
he had learned that twoof the defendants ; 
were not Orangemen he at onco applied for 
their discharge, and if his learned friend 
was really anxioussto test the qnestion he 
should comply with this proposal He had 
no doubt but that the defeudants believed | 
theruselyes in the right, and had been so 
advised by his learned friend, but others | 
He then asked his | 
learned friend to meet him on fair ground. 

Mr. Doutre saidit wascertainly a most ox- | 
traordinary proposal to ask defendants to | 
admit charges against them. He had a| 
strange curiosity to see how the prosecution 
would proceed, and if he were actuated by 
no other motive he would maintain his 
ground and ask the prosecutors to pro- 
ceed. 

Mr. E. Barnard, Q. C., then took up the | 
caso, and called Colonel George Smith, whio | 
was then sworn. | 

Q. You were present in Court yesterday | 
when Sir Francis Hinckw was examined | 
A, T was, 

Q You heard him allude to anaddress pre- | 
sented to the Queen by the Orangemen of 
Canada East? A, I did. 

Q. I believe you signed that address, did 
you not? A. As I understand this is a 
criminal case, I decline to answer that, as I 
am not obliged to criminate myself. 

Q. Do you believe that the Orange Order 
is illegal, and t its members are subject 
to a criminal prosecution ? 

Mr. Doutre interposed an objection to this 
question, the ground being that the witness 
was asked his opinion on a point of law. 


Mr. Barnard said he thought that they 
should bring about from this case an end of 
the interminable trouble which the question 
has caused, but that the prosecution was 
obliged to meet thedefence at sword’slength 
again. 

Mr. Carter said the objection was based 
upon the hypothesis that the intent of the 
question was to elicit the opinion of the 
witness. The witness could not be exempt 


from answering a question lest it might con- 
Vict him, Umess the Magistrate wore con- 


vinced of his sincerity. 


| 


Mr. Doutre said the prosecution was not 
based on the opinion of Col. Smith. If it 
were he would be compelled to give the 
opinion on which the action was taken. The 
action was based on the facts set forth in 
the information, On the opinion of four 
Queen's Counsels, the Mayor was advised 
of the illegality of the Order. These mon 
weresued simply because they were Urange- 
men, and yet his learned friend asked Col. 
Smith if he was an Orangeman. He natur- 
ally said, ‘‘ I will not throw myself into | 
your claws.” 

His Honor—Well, how are they going to 
reach the existence of the Order? 

Mr. Doutre (laughing)—That is none of 
my business. Lat them go for that. 

His Honor— Question allowed. 

The question was thon repeated, and the 
witness replied that he refused to answer 
the question on the ground before mention- 
ed, 

Mry Barnard—Well, we cannot abandon 
our question ; the law must take its course. 

Mr. Cartér—-The witness is refusing to | 
obey your Worship’s authorit y— 

His Honor—No, Mr. Carter, he answer- | 
ed the question inhis own way, though 
not sufliciently- 

Mr. Carter said the object was clearly to 
bring the matter to an issue at once. He 
then cited the Criminal Act of 1869, Chapt- 
er 30, relating to the proceeeings in indict- 
able offences, which says that a witness 
refusing to answer a question might be con- 
victed and sent to jail fora term not ox- 
ceeding ten days. There was on record 
the Magistrate’s allowance of the question 
and the presistent refusal of the witness to 
answer it,

THE CEREMONY. 

Beaconsfield’s face, ghastly pale as ever, 
bore an unchanging mask. “Lord Salisbury 
did not even glance round, and the quaint 
observances which from time to immemor- 
| ial have been followed at this solemnity 
were duly proceeded with. Here again I 
must quote from one of the English papers 
lest your readers should be unduly :m- 
| pressed with the scene :—'That English- 
| men have no genius for ceremonial is| a 
| trnism that needed no further evidence. 
Though the foncion of Saturday must haye 
been rehearsed many'times, and its de- 
tails had doubtless been arranged in 
solemn council, eager discussion arose as 
to places, duties and precedence.” 

The Chamberlain inquired whether any 
company presented their lordships on their 
admission as citizens, and the Master and 
Wardens of the Merchant Tailors handed 
in certificates of their admission to that 
guild in 1874. The Chamberlain then in- 
vited the two lords to make and sign the 
customary declaration of a freeman 
of London. \The Premier, then reading 
from the document printed in. gold letters, 
declared as follows :—‘‘I, the Right, Hon- 
orable Benjamin Disraeli, Earl of Beacons- 
field, do solemnly declare that I will be 
good and trne to our Sovereign Lady 
Queen Victoria ; that I will be obedient to 
the Mayor of this city ; that I will ‘main- 
tain the franchises and customs thereof,and 
will keep this city harmless in that which 
in me is; that I will also keep the Queen’s 
peace in my own person ; that I will know 
no gatherings nor conspiracies made against 
the Queen's peace, but I will warn the 
Mayor thereof, or hinder it'to my power ; 
and that all these points and articles I will 
| well and truly keep, according to the laws 
| and customs of this city to my power,” 
Lord Salisbury read a similar declaration, 
and the Chamberlain then addressed the 
freemen, telling them alj about themselves 
from their cradles by way of showing how 
eminently fit they were to receive the free- 
dom of the city in a gold box. 


BEACONSFIELD'S SPEECH, 


The Premier on rising and standing for- 
ward to acknowledge the compliment was 
greeted with tremendous cheering, “the 
vast assemblage rising en masse and waving 
hats and handkerchiefs for several min- 
utes,” as the Times reporter has it. Lord 
Beaconsfield said ;—‘‘ My Lord Mayor, the 
city of London has conferred upon me this 
day an honor which history has consecrated 
aud which isa portion of our public life. 
The possession of it was deemed most pre- 
cious by those great men whose counten- 
ances from your ancient walls now behold 
us, and who remind us of the great achieye- 
ments, which they have accomplished for 
their country. My Lord Mayor, I cannot 
rival therm in those achievements, but I will 
yield to nope in devotion to onr common 
country, Tho City Chamberlain has touch- 
ed upon a most gracious point in these pro- 
ceedings, which to me jaa subject of the 
utmost gratification. He has reminded you 
that the vote at which the Comman Council 
arrived was a unanimous yote. I know well 
how strong and determined—and of course 
} how differont in some dearer ate the 

political opinions entertained by the court 
and corporation. All of us know what a 
great part in the history of the country the 
| corporation of London has fulfilled. But, 
my Lord Mayor, there are moments in 
public life when Englishmen forget every- 
thing but their country,"and tho citizens of 
London, celebrated through ages for_ their 
| patriotism, have made no exception in my 
instance. My Lord Mayor and gentlemen, 
T cannot attempt to express the deep emo- 
tion whigh naturally I feel in such a scene 
ag this ; but I will say that is there be any- 
thing which supports and strengthens public 
| men in the aan duties which fall to 
their lot it is the sympathy ofa body like 
this, and this public declaration that wo 
possess their regard and their respect. 

LOKD SALISBURY SPEAKS, 

When the fresh cheers evoked by this 
spocch had subsided Lord Salisbury, who 
was also enthusiastically greeted, rose and 
said: ‘My Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and 
citigens of the city of London, the city of 
London possesses the proud. privilege of 
bestowing ono of the highest distinctions | 
which this country can offer,compared with 


his inestimable support 
don gave to the government when it was 
most needed.’ I will not sit down without 
asking you not to believe that your respon- 
sibility is ended here or that your task is 
finished. We have brought back a treaty 
which I hope will give peace to Kurope for 
many years, We have,at the same time,laid 
onourselvestask which it was forthe interest 
of this country and of the Europe that we 
should assume, but which no doubt tax our 
energies and our solicitude to the utmost. 
In that difficult: duty-we~look=to you" for 
support. We need aboye: all things the 
sympathy— the expressed sympat iy— of 
our countrymen. We have to effect great 
objects by the use of the authority of this 
country. We haye to persuade a prince — 
an enlightened and powerful prince, I be- 
lieve ; we have by persuasion and influence 
to induce~him~to~ extend the blessings 
which we know ourselyes to vast regions 
from whom they have hitherto been estrang- 
ed.; and if we'succeed in that task it can 
only be because its importance is constantly 
recognized by our countrymen at home,and 
that we are countenanced by:their unfail- 
ing authority. If we obtain that support T 
believe we shall not only have secured a 
diplomatic success—we shall not only have 
gained the political triumph which this 
morning's newspapers attest—but wo ‘shall 
have donesomething far more importantand 
far inoré gratifying than these ; we shall have 
brought a lasting contribution to the ciyil- 
ization of the world.” 

The two freemen then signed the roll, 
and it was proposed, seconded and cordial- 
ly carried,that the address of the Chamber: 
Jain and the replies of the Earl and Marquis 
be entered on the journals of the Court, 
The band struck up ‘Rule Britannia” and 
the company dispersed, the two chief actors 
remaining until it was time to go to the 
Aldermanic feast to which they had been 
bidden the same eVening. 

THE ‘‘ GOLD BOXES,” 


The newly made-freemen-received their 
certificates emblazoned on acrolls, but the 
gold boxes in which they are to be kept are 
not yet ready. A description of them ia 
published, however, The sides are panell- 
ed in eight recesses, seven of which are oc- 
cupied by enamelled shields representing 
the arms of the Powers at the Congress, 
the eighth having the arms of the recipient. 
The cover is surmounted with a figure of 
Britannia ; the base, which is, of olive 
wood, decorated with palm leaves, will bear 
the city arms and the inscription, and have 
at its four cei models of Landseer’s 
lions at the Nelson column. The whole 
design, we are told, is in the Moorish style, . 
the Moorish question haying formed the 
chief subject of discussion at the Berlin 
Congress.

Fearful Outrages on Mussulmans 
in Roumelia. 


The following remarks made by Sir A: ; 
H, Layard in a ceapata to Lord Salisbury, 
dated July 8th, and printed with the last 
batch of Turkish papers,are not only wortlt 
the attentien of Russophiles, but also of 
being placed on'record as material for the 
future historian of the times we live in :— 
“Tt would,” says Sir A. H. Layard, “be a 
needless and painful task to collect from the 
different reports that have been addressed 
to this Embassy the numberless cases of 
outrages, cruelty, rape, and massacre com- 
mitted during the last few months upon the 
Mussulmans of Roumelia. It would scarcely 
be too much to aflirm that they exceeded 
in horror and amount the accumulated mia- 
deeds of four centuries of Turkish misrule. 
Never have the Turks, even in the worst 
days of their history, been guilty, of such 
indiscriminate slaughter, such shocking 
otitrages on women and female children,such 
universal destruction of property, and such 
general religious persecution. The deeds 
of the Bashi-Bazouks at Batak and in 
other Bulgarian villages, immensely exag- 
gerated by thoughtless, designing or unscru- 
pulous men,and the consequences of panic 
which subsequent events hayo shown to 
have been justified, were sufticient to arouse 
public opinion in England to such an) ox- 
tent against Turkey, that a war unparallel- 
ed for its horrors, and perhaps for its con- 
sequences, has been tho result; Yet ‘the 
‘atrocities’ commitved without cause or 
reason upon an inoffensive and defenceloss 
population, upon old men, wonien, and 
children have passed unnoticed, haye ex- 
cited but little public sympathy for the 
victims, and have not affected the charactor, 
for religion and humanity of the nation 
that has been the cause of them. It can 
scarcely be believed that this indifference 
should have arisen from the fact that the 
victims are Mussulmans. Yet when the 
whole of the European press unites in an 
outery against the Turkish government,and 
demands justice and’ ver.geance because 
houses ina Greek yillage in insurrection 
are injured, ita church plate stolen and 
some of its inhabitants killed, and almost 
passes over in silence the shocking crueltios 

erpetrated upon the Mohamedans of 
Lit ey, it would seem that ree opinion 
is not altogether uninflaenced by this con- 
sideration. —Pall Mall Gazette,

ASHES AND HEN MANURE 


A. correspondent asks if he shall mix 
ushés with-hen manure, for manuring cord 
in the hill.

The Free Traders persistently assert that 
Cauada is in a prosperous condition, which 
is the result of Jow impost duties or those 
only leyied incidentally for the sole purpose 
of reyenue, and not for the purpose of fos- 
tering or protecting our struggling indus- 
tries. 

Now, it is a well known rule in business 
matters that if a man buys more than he 
can pay for each year by what he produces 
and sells, such a person is running into 
debt, Thus, if a laborer or other person 
can only earn $100 a year, and spends $99, 
he is happy ; his neighbor earns $200 a 
year and spends $210, he is miserable. 

Let us 4pply this same rule to commu- 
nities or nations,where it must hold equally 
good. If, therefore, we find that a country 
is continuously importing more than she 
exports, that country} must be running in 
debt in the annual amount indicated by 
the difference between the two items, 

Upon the examination of the official re- 
cords for the last five years,the following is 
the result. Out of fairness to the present 
Government we haye divided these five 
years into two periods, the first period con- 
sisting of the years 1873, ’4and 'b ; the sec- 
ond period includes 1876 ond '7. This Gov- 
ernment came into poworin 1873, and might 
contend that they had no time during that 
year to mature their fiscal policy. The year 
1875 might with a great stretch of charity 
be considered a year of partial experiment, 
but the years following must be taken as 
the matured and deliberate policy of the 
Government, Let us therefore see how 
the policy has worked in both periods. 
Take the first period :

Sunday Heading. 


Tempering Things. 


Observe the pains taken with tho tempera- 
ture of the globe. See how the earth has its 
shores cooled and bathed by the sea and air ; 
ita surface so graded that the rains shall 
neither rest on it too long nor run off it too 
speedily ; the strata are so tipped that the 
water gushes out, here and there, in cool 
springs ; the mountains and hills are so ar- 
ranged that the rivers meander to and fro 
over the surface of each continent, fertilizing 
and connecting all parts ; mountains rise, in 
the heated tropic carrying the land up ‘into 
cooler regions, catching the sea breeze, and 
compelling it to deposit ita burden of water in 
daily and nightly showers, Great masses of 
ice at the poles set at motion currents in the 
ocean and atmosphere rolling down towards 
the equator, and bringing perpetual reinforco- 
ments of cool water and cool air, Clouds sail 
to and fro—great ships of heaven—going 
about their Master’s business, carrying water 
from one part of the continent to the other ; 
carrying also a freight of electric fire from 
where it is in exceas to where it is needed. 
So they do the work of a mercantile navy ; 
and sometimes, too, they meet in battle, hke 
ships of war, ard we have a terrible naval en- 
gagement, with awful discharges of lightning 
Bad rolling thunder, yet not to destroy life 
but to save it. Such pains are taken t» keop 
the earth in good temper, with equal balance 
to heat and cold, moist and dry. So, too, 
when the aurora borealis appears in the 
heavens, it isnot merely to dehght us with its 
beauty, Use always lies under the beauty, 
as the skeleten beneath the outward human 
form. These steady discharges of aurora to 
the zenith along innumerablo conducting lines 
come, it is thought, to equalize the olectric 
conditions of the air. As the engino blows 
off its excess of steam, eo the earth is blowing 
off its excess of electricity, and tempering its 
climate for human use. 
If God takes pains to temper the climate of 
th on which our bodies live, does ho 
ie APS tempor tho climate for the soul t Let 
us trust in his providence ; let us believe that 
tho events of live, its trials and disasters, ita 
varied exporicnces, come, not ey nor by 
uccident, but aro sont to give the right temper 
to our moral and spiritoal nature, to fit us for 
tho work we havo to do hore and in oternity. 
‘Tho word temper is applied to the manufac- 
ture of stool. Ro tomper steel oxactly is the 
difficult point, and even the outlers thom- 
selves do not know how to do it ; band noo 
nomething in tho look of steel which shows 
them that it is of the right temper. The ut- 
most gare, tho most delicate and constant at- 
tention, aro neccssary in that ancient and 
wonderful process by which iron imbibes car- 
bon and turns to stool. Tho smallest orack 
in the side of the furnace vitiates the result, 
Day after day tho tire ragos in tho heart of 
the shut trough, and there the work goes on, 
So the atecl gots its propor temper, whother 
it be a razor, a hupring, Or & ae ; 
d does not God take as much caro to 
asous or Shoflield takes of his knives and sa 
bros? Wo also are often putinto a raging 
furnace, and ther, amid the atern oxperion- 
con of life, we lio in the Hiro to be tempered, 


aud go undor the hammer to be compacted 
for tho work wo are to do in tho univorso, 


It isin tho family life that a man’s piety 
gets tested. Let. tho husband. Ge cross and 
surly, giving a slap here and aenff there, and 
seo how out of sorts overything goes. ' The 
wife grows cold and unamiable tod,” Both are 
taned on one key.

A man never sees 80 
far into human life as when he looks over a 
wife's or mother’s grave ; hia eyesight is won- 
drous clear then, and he sees. as never before 
what it is to love and be loved, what it is to 
injure the feelings of the loved.

Study, therefore, not only to be 
convinced of truth, but establish it firmly on | 
your mind, beyond the reach of doubt. Then, 
not till then, your character will be uniform, 
and your principle strong enough to carry you 
through the trials and temptations of life. 
No one can be happy long, unless he is govern- 
ed by virtue; and to be regulated by this 
sublime principle, he must early learn to 
make any sacrifice, even life and all that 
renders it sweet in the eyes of mankind.

the specious name of ‘Canadian Indepen- 
dence,” pave the way for Annexation. Read 
what the Globe said on 27th October; 1874, 
when Goldwin Smith advocated Inde- 
pendence :— 


‘The advocacy of Canadian Independence 
souches every individual in the Dominion in all 
his dearest and most important relations.. It 
puts all his material, social and religious inter- 
esta into possible jeopardy, and at the least, into 
a condition of manifest uncertainty. J¢ cannot 
even be discussed without implying that there is 
no present national feeling, and not even pi 
sent national prejudices. Its coming up as 
question to be discussed, or even tolerated, implies 
the utmost indifference to the present order of 
things, if not the most absolute hostility to its 
continuance. * * * No Goyern- 
ment worth the name, no people possessed of 
the very first breathings of national life, would 
ever tolerate, under the plea of free discussion, 
Assaults upon the very existence of that form of 
government, or the advocacy of schemes which 
atruck at all that had hitherto been held dear, 
and all that-had made the nation what it was.” 


Though the language is strong, it will 
find an echo in every loyal heart through- 
out the Dominion. Let electors ponder it,

Alfred Gilpin Jones, Minister of Militia, who 
declared he would take off his hat and cheer when 
the British flag was hauled down !” 


Loyal electors of the Dominion, who 
still cherish the old flag, will you tolerate a 
Ministry composed of such men ? 


“If all unite, aa once we did, to keep that flay un” 
Surled, 

Britannia yet may fearless bid deflance to the 
world ” 


But we have traitors amongst us who 


would pull down that flag, because as the 
emblem of Britain’s might it stands in the 


way of their base designs! Alfred Jones, 


now made Minister of Militia by Macken- 


zie, in a Public Meeting at Halifax, declar- 
ed he would take off 
when the British flag was hauled down! 


That loyal old seldier,Genoral Sir Hastings 
Doyle, who was Lieutenant Governor of 


Nova Scotia at the time, could not tolerate 
traitors to the flag he had fought for, and 
thus wrote of Jones :— 


“Government House, Halifax, March 1, 1871. 
“My Daan Tupprr,—More about my friend 
0) Alfred Jones! Herewith I send an account 
of the meeting at which he made use of the dig- 
loyal expression that ‘when the British flag is 
hauled down from the citadel he would take off 
his hat and cheer.’ The judges who were pre- 
sent most distinctly heard him say so, and 
Thompson ‘Howe's son-in-law,) and others who 
were at the meeting all declare to his having 
made use of those expression, and that his whole 
speech was Of a most inflammatory nature. The 
occasion of his makIng use of the above named 
disloyal harangue, was at the meeting held to 
revent the Governor General recs aoe an ad- 
ss, or being in any way recognized by the 
Local Government, who strictly abided by their 
decision. I have telegraphed you to-day to re- 
mind you of this speech, so that when he makes 
his appearance at Ottawa you may not throw 
your arms around him and embrace him. Ido 
hot venture to dictate to others what line they 
should adopt towards Persons who, publicly 
preach distoyalty, but it is.but right that 
should remind my friends at Ottawa that he was 
guilty of making that speech, and that I have 
sent him to Coventry ever since. 

‘* Vail, who is somehow or other related to 
him, came to me some time ago, to say that 
what he (Jones) did utter was in the heat of the 
moment, and that he never intended to say what 
had been attributed to him that what he meant 
to say was that he would cheer when tho 
British fl was hauled down from the citadel, 
because Nova Scotia could then fight Canada 
and shake of ieryoke, but this he did not add 
because his yoice was drowned with hisses and 
hooting.

A sweet milk-room with ‘a right temper- 
ature is Of vast importance in the ®manufac- 
ture of good butter. There iy little danger 
of keeping things too nite, By this Ido. not 
wish to jmply that by daily moping of tho | 
floor is dither a neoéssity or a benefit, On 
the contrary, the lésa you wet the floor the 
sweeter the room will remain. Oncoa week 
is often enough to give the place a tliorough 
wetting. Add a little carbolic’ acid ta the 
water and wipe the floor very dry snd’ every 
Sun- 
phine is a necessity ‘in ‘the milk-room. A 
little morning’ brightness helps to keep the 
atmosphere pure and wholesome. Flies and 
dust must be excluded when fresh air is ad- 
mitted. Screen cloth serve to keep tho flies 
but, while cloth frames,hang from the tops 
of the window frames, on the ontsido, 
will keep out the dust and will also give 
a perfect circulation within. I do not like 
water in any form about the milk-toom. © I 
have tried several methods of using it such as 
running water, passed throogh tubes in which 
the pans wero set; pans with water pipes 
passing through them, étc. Butter made

phere is certainly of better quality than that 
made where there is a water moisture exhaled

I like Jarge, flat pans best, for we get more 
them than if they were smaller and deeper, 


I did not try the Cooley syatem, of setting 


the milk in tin cans placing them in a water 
fank, fer years of experience has taught me 
that air was a necessity to the making of per- 
fect butter.

| Perfect butter requires perfect manage- 
ment in making, as also perfect neatness.

Selecting Dairy Cows. 


Buyers of cows are often deceived in 
making purchases for dairy purposes, and 
in many cases they have only themselves 
to blame. A cow isnot like a horse, whose 
merits—or want of merité—require, in 
many cases, a good deal of time to prove 
them. Her milk and butter-producing 
qualities can soon be made apparent, and 
the seller who cannot give reliable facta and 
figures on these points, and who is unwill- 
ing tosell on peisl= the peice to dopend on 
the test—had better bo allowed to keep his 
stock until he learns that guesses ,or yields 
of “about” so much, have no commercial 
value. 

Let the buyer select his cow or cows, 
choosing those which please his eye when he 
has saa better to depend upon, and 
take them home, and feed them at first 
somewhat in porportion to past treatment— 
if that can be ascertained. I mean—do not 
feed high too suddenly ; past poor feeding 
may have unfitted them for immediate high 
living, and so it should be approached 
gradually. But weigh every milking and 
every churning,and note them down—then 
you have a collection of facts before you 
and from them and the amount of feed 
given you can easily deduct whether a cow 
will pay at the price asked, and whether 


she is ‘* what she is cracked up to be.” “If 
from different treatment to good food, good 
treatment and good shelter fora month 
or two, the cow makes a steady gain, there 
is much to hope regarding her ; but if the 
contrary, nothing. Take her back with 
thanks, pay tho forfeit, if any, and try 
again, 

Jt is certainly a matter for astonishment 
that those farmers who breed cows to sell, 
or who buy them sometimesmerely to sell 
again, should not, if honest, keép an honest 
record of each cow's yield, on’which to base 
their recommendations to customers. It is 
true that sometimes a record would prove 
poor qualities rather than good ones, but I 
think that quite as often it would be the 
reverse, Most cows which now do decently 
well with very ordinary treatment, would 
do vastly better with careful attention and 
feeding. The professional seller, I think, 
would find an advantage in this course,even 
with careless buyers, because the glamour 
of a great reputation for a cow would lead 
some persons to buy who would not stop to 
reflect that such a reputation could be main- 
tained only by the most careful attention to 
all the cows wants. An old broken down 
horse, which had in his prime ‘trotted his 
mile in 2:20 or less, would always bring 
more than one with no record; or whose 
best was seven or eight ininutes, So of a 
cow ; the fact that she had once done ad- 
mirably, would give her an ‘attraction in 
the eyes of many buyers, which no»recent 
disappointment could entirely allay. 

The glowing statements which dairymen 
and dealers now and then make so much of, 
viz., that a certain cow when fresh, once 
gavo 26 to 30 quarts of milk a day, or 15 or 
20 pounds of butter per week, on a certail 
trial, are more or less delusive. They may 
be true, and yet the very extreme of the 
truth. An extra large yield of milk may be 
truthfully recorded fora singleday, by 
milking the last time at an unusually late 
hour ;and an extraordinary butter yield 
for a single week may be obtained by art- 
fully crowding three or four churnings into 
it instead of two, the preceding and the 
subsequent week being each drawn upon 
for this purpose. The merit of a really 
good cow consists not in what she willdo 
with such tests, butin what she will do 
though a long series of weeks or months, or 
even years. It is her staying qualities to 
which the buyer should look. Find a cow, 
for instance, whose record shows _indisput- 
able that shehas given, say ten quarts of 
milk perday for a year, with little fluctu- 
ation as to the extremes, or a pound of but- 
ter perday for the same time, and then 
you will have a cow to be proud of. If, on 
the other hand, the record shows that the 
cow has “eaten her head off” several times 
8 year, then if you own such a prize youhad 
better dispose of her beef at the earliest 
moment ; orifyou do not own her avoid 
the unhapy consequence of placing your- 
self in that position. 

First-class cows will often be sought for 
by rich buyers ata price which will pay one 
to take, even though the cows may be pay- 
ing well to keop. Good ones, poorly treat- 
ed,may be brought to their places at cheap 
rates, and greatly igtearad' by judicious 
treatment, But in any case keep a record 
soll on its merits and buy on its merits,and 
then some financial danger will be avoided. |

How do the Grit Free-Traders like the 
following, which is from the pen of the Rev 
Alfred J. Bray, editor of the Montreal 
Canadian Spectator, a journal thoroughly 
independent in politica :—‘‘But I should 
like to know where Mr. Mackenzie got his 
history from, and by what rules ho is guid- 
ed in the interpretation of it, At a Reform 
meeting in Nova Scotia he is reported to 
to havo aaid, that ‘our policy should, as 
nearly as possible, be in harmony withthat 
which had made England the greatest com- 
mercial and maritime nation in tho world.” 
That seems to mo about as foggy as Mr. 
Mackenzie's often repeated idea of the con- 
dition of the workingmen when Abraham 
lived in Egypt and the Pyramids were be. 
ing built. The trath is, that under a sys- 

tem of protection England became ‘‘the 
greatest commercial and maritime nation 
in the world” ; and then, when there was 
a feeble foreign competition, when Eng- 
land was—by reason of money and perfect 
machinery and skilled artisans—master of 
the situation, Free Trado was demanded 
and granted. Itis also true that under 
Protection France and the United States 
have thriven, most wonderfully—and that 
now there is a strong feeling gaining 
ground in England that the situation is 
changed, and that there may have tobe a 
readoption of the old policy, Free Trade 
is sublime as an ideal ; when the Millen- 
nium comes it will come along with it 
doubtless. J like to thiuk of four millions 
fighting for a great principle as against 
forty: millions—but when I am one of the 
small militant party, the thing gotsto bo 
hard.”

A Disreputable Party Dodge. 


Despite the previously expressed disap- 
probation of the leading officers in town of 
the Orangemen, Orange Young Britons, 
"Prentice Boys and True Blues, some six- 
teen insubordinate boys of tho True Blue 
Lodge proceeded last night to burn the 
effigy of Mayor Beaudry of Montreal. At 
about 9 o'clock they proceeded down Front 
Street, followed by a noisy crowd, to the 
market square, where tho effigy was sct on 
fire and burned. Incensed by the spectacle, 
some .of the bystanders had hard words 
with those engaged in the demonstration, 
and blows were exchanged in somo in- 
stances, though the police succeeded in 
preventing anything approaching a genera) 
row. 

After the effigy had been partly consum- 
ed, the party engeked in its burning pro- 
ceeded up street, ard we understand that 
some stones were thrown, breaking win- 
dows in Moynes' dry good store. For a 
long time a row wss threatened, the True 
Blues and their friends having gathered 
on one side of the street and a number of 
Roman Catholic young men on the other 
side, but by the efforts of the police and of 
several gentlemen who interested them- 
selves further disturbance was prevented. 


Such rowdyism as was shown last night is 
disgraceful, and must be put a stop to, 
Wo havo reason to believe, however, that 
the action of the unreflocting boys of the 
True Blues was instigated by one or more 
Supporters of Mr. Brown, with tho hope 
that it would benefit their party.

It 
was a question which was most beneticial to 
os and to the Mother Country. If ne did 
that which was in their judgment to be in 
their own interest, they would find some por- 
sons in England who would raise objections. 
Thero was an article in the Globe that day—a 
miserable whining article—on this question. 
It told us that if we raised duties upon com- 
moedities from the Mother Country we were 
disloyal, and that England would resent the 
action. Every reader of history know that 
that feeling waa the one which years ago caused 
the great American Revolution, It was that 
feoling that prompted English statesmen and 
oliticians not to allow even a horse nail to 
ho manufactured in the Colonies, The idea 
was with them to hold the Colonies to be in 
no respect worthy to engage in trade, and to 
look upon tho colonists as more serfs. Sihog 
that time they had heard and seen how dis- 
advantageous that step had been to England, 
and the state of affairs, he was happy to say, 
had changed. He remembered, himself, not 
so many years ago, being introduced in Liver- 
pool to one of the large manufacturers in cot- 
ton; when the manufacturer was told that 
he (Mr, Macdougall) was from Canada, he 
looked upon him almost with contempt, 
and asked what the Canadians meant by 
pursuing a policy under which his sup- 
plies of cotton-manufactured goods to the 
Canadian market had fallon off and that, not- 
withstanding that ho paid taxes towards sup- 
porting an army and navy, portions of which 
wore engaged in the defence of Canada. That 
showed that the feeling did exist among some 
ple that Canada should be kept as a mar- 
ot only, But in the matter of Australia the 
question had arisen whether the people of 
that and other colonies, where a system of 
self-government prevailed, had a right to im- 
pose such duties as, in their judgment, might

by our prosperity we could build up a power- 
fal nation of British subjects on this continent 
into another Reciprocity Treaty, Correspon- 
dence was opened with the American Govern- 
ment, an agent was sent to Washington, the 
American press was subsized, he was led to 
think, by a distinguished political missionary 
from this country—(laughter and a voice, 
“That's Brown,”)—and in fact every effort 
wo would be adding to the strength of Eng- 
land and her prestige among the nations— 
(loud applanie) anit our fellow-subjects on 
the other side of the Atlantic would be de- 
lighted to see us making such strides. At all 
events we had the right to take the step indi- 
cated by those who favored Protection, and 
the question was whether we ought to take 
it, For his part he could say that if we could 
have Free Trade with the United States ; if 
we could have reciprocity with that country, 
he would hold up both hands for it. Wo had 
a Reciprocity treaty once, and it worked ad- 
mirably ; the country advantaged by it, and 
he thought the United States benefitted by it. | 
But, in consequence of foolish articles which | 
Were published in some newspapers, and fool- 
ish statements which were made by somo 
pekeres the politicians over there came to 
e conclusion that Canada was not as 
tiendly to the United States as it might be, 
and when the treaty came to an end it was 
never renewed, the idea being that by the non- 
renewal of the treaty, Canadians would be 
compelled to go knocking at the door of the 
United States and asking for admission into 
its family, But after those feelings had some- 
what calmed the Government of Canada en- 
deavored to induce the Americans to enter 
was made to bring about a reciprocal relation 
once more.

the shipper for parposes of customs duty.” 
At Summerside, P, E. J., Mr. Mackenzio, 
who devoted himself exclusively to the de- 
nunciation of protection, left no leg for the 
Ministerialists, who pretend to be protection- 
ists, to stand upon. He said :— 

+ Those duties are at presont 174 per cent., 
and the administration consider that it is as 
much as the people should bear. They do 
not propose to add to it for any purpose, least 
of all for cultivating the protectionist prin- 
ciple.” 

In the face of such a declaration, any Min- 
ieterial candidate, who pretends to be a pro- 
tectionist, and claims election as such, is 
either a knave or a fool. Ho certainly pays a 
poor compliment to the electors whose suffra- 
ges he is soliciting. 

Mr. Mackenzie rivals old Rip Van Winkle 
of the Montreal Herald. 
Summerside, referring to the burdens of pro- 
tection in the United States, he said:—‘* One 
* gentleman, a clergyman, told me that he 
“took a trip to Canada, paid $25 for his rail- 
‘way ticket, bought asuit of clothes, and

trip,” That was the case during the war 
and down to 1873, and it afforded so great » 
protection to Canadian industyies and com- 
merce, that tariff protection was unnecessary. 

The 
Americans are underselling the Canadians, 
and tho result is that a chango of policy is es- 
sential.

Had it passed it 
would have been more dangerous to us, be- 
cause in the interests of the manufacturers it 
provided for a system of drawbacks practically 
bounties, on manufactured goods exported, 
which operating, as in the case of tho sugar 
drawbacks asa bounty, would have proved 
the last straw in destroying the manufactures 
of Canada, unless met by countervailing da- 
ties, which Mr, never

Steel Rails, 


On the 19th of May, 1874, Mackenzie 
got aresolution passed authorizing him to 
make a gift of the Truro and Pictou branch 
of the Intercolonial (52 miles) to any Com- 
pany that would extend the line into Cape 
reton ; but the Premier had those notori- 
ous Pacific Steel Rails to use up, and after 
deciding to give this branch away he took up 
the iron rails and re-laid it with steel. (Pub- 
lic Works Rep. 1877, p. 167,) thus laying 
out in the neighborhood of a million, to be 
fiven as a gift to a private Company, in ad- 
dition to what was originally contemplated ! 
While Mackenzie is thus relaying with 
steel a branch which is tobo given away, 
the old iron rails are considered good enough 
to lay on other feeders to the Intercolouial / 
(Public Works Rop. 1876, p. 63.) If iron 
rails are good enough to lay on now lines, 
they ought to be good enough to repair a 
road to be given away ! 
Let the cloctors say what they think of 
this style of throwing away their property ! 


Tron vs. Steel Rails. 
In 1871, Blake and Mackenzio insisted 
that iron rails should be laid on the Inter- 
colonial, and voted for a motion to that |

To 
the young men of the country it would afford 
an opening in occupations which they aro now 
obliged to seek in a foreign country, bgcause 
they don’t exist here. Mr, Wallbridge showed 
that the consumer docs not pay the duty,on 
barley and other Canadian exports going into 
the States, but that our farmors pay it, while 
tho United States farmor can sond here his 
corn and oats free, to compete against our 
people. Ae convincingly proved that a pro- 
tective tariff cheapens manufactured articles 
by the competition it creates—and asked, if 
protection makes articles dearer, how is it 
that Amorican goods are driving out English 
and home manufactured articles out of the 
Canadian market? He ably covered the 
ground of argument in favor of a National 
Policy, and then arraigned the “Government 
for the desertion of every principle, in power, 
which they coatended for in opposition, He 
pointed out their utter incapacity for dealing 
with the great questions that are now before 
the country, and concluded by stating that if | 
elected he would give the National Policy his 
heartfelt support. Cheer after cheer greeted 
the hon. gentleman as ho resumod his soat 
Mr. Brows was the next speaker, He 
began by stating that he would discuss the 
questions of the day by proxy, and pointed

More About the Kindergarten. 


RY MISS ADA MAREN, KINDEROARTNER, 


TORONTO, 
Tho true Kindergarten forms a bridge } 
from the nursery to the school ; in it every | 
want and inclination of the healthy child’s 
nature seems to have been provided for. 
With proper means and guidance, the child | 
can, oven in infancy, n to explore the | 
different paths of knowledge opening 
around him, and come out naturally, and 
with eager expectation, into the field of 
actual study. 
At the age of three years, the little one 
no longer needs the watchful hand of the 
mother to guide his wavering steps, or her 
constant loving care to anticipate the wants 
which he can now express. - With his inde- 
pendence physically there arise new wants 
and desires. He longs for the companion- 
ship of othee children of his own age and 
capabilities. He is not wholly satistied by 
the condescending playfulness of older per- 
sons. He instinctively feels that such con- 
decension is not natural to the grown per- 
son, and it is solely for his benefit that such 
a character is assumed. This naturally 
leads him to consider himself of great im- 
portance to others, and if he is not a timid 
child, tends to centre his. thoughts more 
and more in himsolf, and lgads him to con- 
sider Ais wishes of first imp6ftance to every- 
body else. 
Ashe grows older, disagreeable points 
begin to grow more prominent in his char- 
acter, often giving great annoyance to his 
friend. 
A timid child, on the other handy: grows 
more sensitive as he grows older, if brought 
in contract with only a few members of his 
own family, and he suffers untold mental 
agonies during his youth from this one 
cause. 
The Kindergarten, though not claimed to 
be a specific for all the ills of character and 
disposition, natural or acquired, to which 
childhood is subject, helps to keep the soil 
of this new field from being overgrown with 
weeds of selfishness, and makes it fit for the 
production of healthy, well-balanced char- 
acters, 
Each child in the Kindergarten becomes, 
for a few hours in each day, a momber of 
society, in which he is no longer a prominent 
person, but one among many having 
common interest and pleasures. Ho receives 
no attention except-asya part of the whole, 
and yet feels no unhappiness from lack’ of 
the accustomed attention, being fully oc- 
cupied with the pleasure derived from the 
companionship of those around him, 

A timid child has a senso of shelter sur- 
rounded by others of his own age, and grad- 
ually forgets himself in the enjoyment of 
the play. His motions become free and un- 
studied, and accordingly graceful and easy. 
Boing no longer awkward, he is no longer 
pained by his own efforts, 

The Kindergarten is not a mild school of 
correction for the taming of rude boys and 
the improvement of illy trained girls, but 
aims rather to prevent the formation of 
such characters, 

There is no hurry,and no cramming done. 
The Kindergartenerif she hasthetruo spirit, 


| gives no assistanco until tho little one has 


reached the extent of its own ability, and 
when suggesting or assisting, allows the 
child to proceed alone as soon as a fresh idea 
has been presented,or anew line of thought 
has opened tho way for independent action.

But this is not all—tin Janu- 
ary, 1877, about two years after the purchase, 
only 2,295 tons have ied used on tho Pacific 
Railway, (Sess, oer 77, 1877,) and January, 
| 1878, three years after, ouly 6,210 tons have

| 189.) 5,577 tons of these rails are piled up 
| on the wharves at Nanaimo, British Colum- 
bia, (Seas. Pap. 77, 1877,) and to tho present 
day there is not even a sign of commencing

only 3,915 tons were laid on the Pacific, and 
at that rate it would take about thirteen 
years to use up 50,000 tons!

Sacrificing our Bonds. 
In the fall of 1876, Cartwright went to 
England to negotiate a loan of $12, 66, 66°, 
(£2,500,000 stg.) When he got there he found 
Canadian 4 per conts quoted at 944 to 954, 
(London 7'imes, Oct. 31,) but instead of ask- 
ing offers to see how much he can get for 
them, a day or two after he deliberately sits 
down and writes an advertisement offering 
our bonds for 91, or three or four per cent 
below what they ‘are quoted in the market | 
(Sess. Pap. 39, 1877.) But that is not all, 
ho only asked the money for the bonds in in- 
stallments—5 per cent.on application. 15 per 
cent. on allotment, 20 per ceut. on the 3let 
January, 1877, 20 per cent. on the 27th 
march, 20 per cent. on 25th May, and 11 per 
cent. on 25th July,—but pays interest on the 
whole amount from 1st of November, 1876, 
that is, pays interest for money he has not got 
and actually allows the six months’ interest 
up to the first of May, to be deducted from 
the installment to be paid on 25th May ! 
(Sess. Pap.39. 1877.) Was ever such a trans- 
action heard of before? The loan was closed 
on 8th November, and the Londen Times of

While the London correspondent of the 
Globe telegraphs, ‘the amount of the loan was 
subscribed three times over !"’ (Globe Nov. 9.) 
When the London money lenders found a 
Finance Minister from Canada so orazy as to 
sacrifice bonds in this style, is it to be won- 
dered there was a rush for them? It is dif- 
ficult to estimate the exact loss to the Domin 
ion by this transaction but taking only

The Ingonish Harbor Job. 


Ia 1873, Sir John Macdonald’s government 
let a contract for Ingonish Harbor works to 
F. W. McKenzie for the sum of $78,208.60. 
In 1874, after Mackenzio’s Government came 
into power, the contract was transferred by 
the original contractor to John Ross (arelative 
of the Minister of Militia,) and James McKay. 
(Seas, Pap. 67, 1877.) From that time the 
dealings in connection with this contract ap- 
pear to be of a most oxtraordinary nature, 
Although by the contract the work was to be 
completed by 3lst of December, 1874, no at- 
tempt was made to get it done at that time, 
and it was not finished till the end of 1876,or 
the beginning of 15’ In September, 1876 
Mr, Ross resigned his contract to run as_ the 
Grit candidate in Victoria, N. S,,.but Mao- 
kenzie kept his resignation in suspense till he 
was defeated, and then permitted him to re- 
sume the contract! Although the contract 
bound tho contractor to ‘‘make good at his 
own éxpenseany damago by storm or from 
ny causo whatover, during the progress of 
he work ;” when a portion of the pier was 
| carried away by a storm, instead of compelling 
the contractors to repair it according to their 
contract, Mackenzie allowed them to abandon 
| that part, and shorten tho pier! The final 
result was, that instead of 700 feet of pior,tho 
contractors only built 565 foot, yet they wore 
aid the full amount of their coatract

It was from the Italian Republics 
that Lyons became acquainted with the art of 
silk making. Louis XI. did all in his power to 
secure the monopoly of silk making for Tours, 
The primary matters for silk weaving came all 
from Italy, even as la‘e as the time of Francois 
T., and it was only in 1540 that Lyons secured 
the right of centralizing the manufacture and 
sale of silk, and this pre-eminence she. still sus- 
tains. Henry IV. by the impetus he gavo to 
the cultivation of the mulberry, was enabled to 
secure a supply of raw silk in France; he con- 
verted the Tuileries Garden into a mulberry nur- 
sery, and sent the young trees to the valley of 
the Rhone, However the grand silk tissues, the 
patterns that Titian and Paul Veronese have fa- 
miliarized us with —all were imported from Italy.

HAD STORIES FROM THE THHATRE OF THE 
SCOURGE. | 


Tho Now York Herald reporter doscribon | 
somo piteous sconos as coming undor his 
notice in Now Orleans, 

In ono room (he says) occupied by a 
man,or rathor girl, of not more than twenty, 
were gathored two of our companions in 
misery. At one ond was a wretched sofa 
Tho fireplaco was dirty and unswopt, Tho | 
bed, with one miserablo mattress and two

the only furnituro of the room, 


the sufferer tossed and murmured in her 
fovor, 

“ Why don’t youfopen the winlow ?” I 
askod, 

“Tho police makos us keep it shut,” was 
the answor. 

“Why don’t you sond for a doctor?!’ 

“ Wo did, but wo had no money and he 
wouldn't come.” 

And so I passed out. 

Two doors further down was ono poor 
woman dying, further on was one: dead, 
and I was told in that house that ono bad 
died yesterday and another tho day before. 
Further on up Basin-streot, near Poydras 
Market, were tomo low ‘* dives,” where 
Italian ogg and chicken vondors lived, whilo 
tho samo promises were ocoupied by those 
who sold yogotables, or rathor had been 
doing so, 

“ Whore were}theyjnow{! Gone |” 

“*No, no, indeed !"” 

“* Not even away|from the fever 1” 

‘No, killed by the fever ?’” 

In this house ton had died, and further 
down five more, all within a radius of fifty 
feet. And no wonder ! 

THE RECKLESSNESS OF DESPAIR. 

In one place where your correspondent 
wont he found four or five men sitting 
around a tablo playing cards,» They were 
talking, laughing and singing. 

“Ts anyone sick up-stairs {” 

No.” 

“Yes, they say there is.’” 

A shrug of the shoulders as your corre- 
spondent passed up. 

In the room just above was a man evi- 
dently dying. His heavy breathing, his 
dull stupor, his closed eyes—all spoke it. 
Around him were a crying wife. and three 
small children. He roused himself, and 
said something unintelligible. 

‘What is it he says!” 

“ He thinks you arejthe police.” 

‘Why, is he afraid of them?” 

“Yes; they will take"him away, and he 


doesn’t want that.” 


The Yellow Fever at Matanzas. 


A TERRIBLY AFFLIOTED CITY. 


‘The crew of the ship ‘‘Lane,” now in 
quarantine below this city, were all down 
with the disease in Matanzas, Cuba, except 
the cook. With the exception of the mas- 
ter, CaptaimShute, they were all placed in 
a hospital, Captain Shute, whose case was 
worse than all, was taken to a private 
house, where he was seized with the black 
yomit and died in a few days. One of his 
seamen also died, making four deaths in 
all on the two ships. Captain Shute’s 
home was in Searsport, Maine, where he 
leaves a family. As soon as the news of 
Captain Shute's death reached the owners 
in New York his brother, Captain Alonzo 
Shute; left New York for Matanzas to 
bring frome the vessel. The latter is an 
old seaman himself, and has been numer- 
ous times before in ports where yellow 
fever was raging, ‘‘but,” says he, “I never 
again want to see the sights I witnessed 
when I reached Matanzas. I was there 
about a week and left there on the 6th of 
this month. Every building seemed a 
lazar house where men were continually 
carrying in the sick and taking out the 
dead. The first night I spent in the feyer- 
stricken city served to show me tho situat- 
ion in ali its horrors. As I went up to my 
room in the hotel where I put up I saw a 
man lying on his bed in an sdjoining room 
in hisdeath “struggles, gasping with the 
black vomit in his throat and mouth. In 
the rooms around me the cries and groans 
of the sick kept me awake all night. Early 
in the moruing T left my room heart-sick, 
and determined not to pass through such 
another night if it was possible to help it. 
As I groped my way along the hall I ran 
against two colored men carring some- 
thing-down stairs, It was a coffin con- 
royal body. When T"got down 
stairs [saw two Waggons drawn up before 
aside door. They were half fullof coffins, 
containing the bodies of tho§e»who had 
died through the night. The next night I 
steered clear of the hotels and went to 
sleep ina ship-chandler’s establishment. 
Here'I found the place equally~as bad as 
the hotel. It was full of the sickeand dying 
As soon as the seamen of the**Liane” were 
able to sail E left the place in command of 
her by appointment of the owners. This, 
as I said before, was on the 6th of August. 
We put the body of my brother, the 
captain, in rum.”—Philadelphia Times.

| Dax Sin,—While listening to the eloquent 

address of the member apparent for West 
Hastings to the Young Men's Liberal Asso- 
ciation a fow evenings since, the speaker quot- 
| ed this favorite apothegm of our present beno- 
ficent and omniscient rulers. When doing so, 
however, ho at once passed on to other topics 
without delaying either to illustrate or ex- | 
plain the expression, Having observed that 
the members and supporters of the Govern- 
ment have repeatedly enunciated it as a pri- 
mary principle of their policy to make this a 
cheap country tolive in, I have often won- 
dered whether they really understood the 
true meaning of their own words, or were 
merely endeavoring to instil into ignorant or 
thoughtless minds an apparently plausible but 
truly absurd and self-contradictory theory, 
I will therefore attempt a brief inquiry into 
its true meaning and practical effect, if carried 
out, trusting that if in the wrong I may he 
corrected and my present delusion dispelled ; 
bat that if my prem prove well founded, 
and my deductions therefrom logically consis- 
tent, this may be admitted to be another proof 
of the blundering ignorance and imbecility of 
the Free Trade advocates, 


What, then, is meant. by making this a 
cheap country to live in? If vhe words mean 
anything they mean to reduce all pric for 
if the price of the article be lowered while the 
rate of wages is unaltered, the laborer reaps 
tho benefit of his employer's capital; while if 
wages decrease, other prices remaining unaf- 
fected, the employer pockets the fruit of the 
employee’s unremunerated Jabor—wages of 
course being but the price of labor, The 
farmer, the mechanic, the laborer, every pro- 
ducer in fact would receive less for the pro- 
duct of his labor ; but on the other hand, 
every article in the coantry could be purchased 
ata lower price than at present. But not 
only must all prices be reduced, but all must 
be reduced in exactly the same preportions, 
otherwise some will be benefited at the ex- 
pense of others, Surely this, even admitting 
it to be desirable (which I do not), must be 
scen to be impracticable, For the sake of 
this argument, how ever, I will admit (con. 
trary to the fact) that all prices as ‘well as 
the products of labor in this country can be 
proportionately reduced. What is the re- 
sult? Clearly that every producer, “whatever 
his vocation, receives less than at present for 
the same day’s work. Now this is perfectly 
consistent with the attitude of the leading 
Reform journal of this country and its man- 
aging director towards the workingman, but 
it is at least open to reasonable doubt whether 
or not it is equally satisfactory to the work- 
ingman. But it may be avswered that as all 
prices are lowered, he is still equally well off, 
and his purchasing power is undiminished, 
If this be true I admit my present contention 
is fotile. 

What, then, tixes the price of any article? 
In all, save exceptional cases, governed by 
abnormal conditions, the cost of production: 
Add together the cost of the seed, the cost of 
sowing, the cost of reaping, the coet of car- 
riage, the cost of maintaining the labor em- 
ployed in these various occupations and such 
others as may be necessary to place the grain 
on the market, and the rent of the land, and 
you have the price, i, ¢. the general average 
price of each bushel of grain,—and the same 
applies to every manufactured article. 

Postulating thus, then, we sce that how- 
ever, by legislation or other means, we may 
lower the prices of articles produced AT Home, 
we have no means of lowering the price of 
those which we do not and cannot manufac- 
ture at home, but must import. Now the 
inevitable result of our present system of le- 

tion, if continucd, will be to make this an 
agricultural country, and extend our list of 
importations. The reader can therefore enu- 
morate for himself the articles which (exclu- 
sive of such as tea, coffee, and spices, which 
cannot possibly be produced here), must be 
procured from abroad, Presumiug, therefore, 
(which also the truth will not justify, as has 
been before shown,) that something might bo 
waved in purchasing articles of home produc- 
tion, quadruple what was thus saved would 
be expended out of tho balance of a dimin- 
ished income to support the manufacturers of 
a foreign country. It must also be remem- 
bered that our Dominion owes over one hun- 
dred avd thirty million dollars,—is rapidly | 
advancing the amount,—and to say nothing 
of the principal, must moot the interest 
promptly year by year, unless our credit is to 
be sacrificed and ourselves excluded from the 
money markot, whon next driven by our no- 
cessities to this oxtromity, With incomes 
decreased and expenses comparatively in- 
creased, we are to undertake to leasen a debt 
incurred in more prosperous days. 

Snppore an individual with an income of 
two thousand dollars per annum and a neces. 
sary expenditure of ono thousand, running 
ten thousand dollars in debt, would any per- 
pon dare tell another that with his income ro- 
duced to five hundred dollars per annum, his 
expenditure undiminished and hia iutorost to

The Woollen Interest. 

The following letter, being refused a place 
in the Globe's colamns was published in the 
Mail, It will be interesting to farmers who 
paid 12 cents per Ib. into the American 
Treasury on their wool this year 

Sin,—I regret to see in the Globe of the 
20th inst., an editorial article referring to 
the condition of woollen manufactures in 
the town of Almonte and neighborhood, 
and purporting to give a few facts in refer- 
ence thereto, and so full of misrepresenta- 
tions as to give false impressions to your 
readers and the country. The few facts 
given contain scarcely a word of truth, and 
Uhave no hesitation in stating without fear 
of contradiction, that amongst the factories 
in this neighborhood and throughout the 
country, large sums of money have been 
lost during the last three or four years, and 
little made, and that it is only a question of 
time with some, if matters continue as they 
are, when the whole capital invested in 
these enterprises will be wiped out. 

To show the absurdity of the few facts, I 
will quote the only important ones given, 
“* One of the largest mills has had expend- 
ed on it lately not less than $10,000 in en- 
largements and adornments.” This proba- 
bly refers to the Rosamond Woollen Com- 
pany, the adornments consisting of clean- 
ing the mill yard and sodding a portion of 
the ground, and the enlargements in tak- 
ing down and rebuilding the dyeing shed, 
which was in danger of falling. The second 
fact is equally absurd, “‘ Another firm re- 
cently paid $9,000 for additional water 
power,” referring, I suppose, to the pur- 
chase of a shing?é mill property by Messrs. 
Elliott & Sheard some five years ago when 
times were good. 

Your statement that some of the manu- 
facturers attempted ‘‘ to stop the mills for 
three (or any number of days) in the week 
until after the election, in order to create a 
feeling on behalf of the Opposition,” has 
not a shadow of a foundation. 

It may be part of the tactics of the Goy- 
ernment newspapers to scatter falsehoods 
and misrepresentations broadcast through- 
out the country, with a view of influencing 
the elections, reckless of the injury done 
thereby to the best interests of the country; 
but I trust that one effect will be that hon- 
ourable men, at present among the sup- 
porters of the Government, willsee the 
necessity of sacrificing party feeling to pat- 
riotism, and support only such candidates 
at the coming electisnl as will support the 
National Policy.

North and Hast Hastings. 


The nows which reaches us daily from} 
the North and East Ridings of this County 
is of the most cheering character, and indi- 
cates the return of Messrs, Bowell and 
White beyond a peradventure, the question 
being now only as to the oxtent of the 
majorities. 

In the North Riding a careful canvass 
has been made in noarly all the munici- 
palities, which indicates that in Rawdon, 
Huntingdon, Marmora, Elzevir, Madoc and 
Stirling Mr. Bowell stands much better 
than ever before. In the four first named 
townships his majority will be much groater 
than in 1874, whilst in Madoc it need not 
surprise his supporters if the majority cast 
sgainst him in 1874 be reversed, and in 
Stirling he will poll a majority. Mr. 
O'Flynn’s hopes rest in the back townships, 
but what with the misdoods of the Govern- 
mont, tho disparity in ability of the candi- 
dates,and the protection of the ballot, which 
is absolutely secret, the calculations of the 
Grit candidate will be found to be very 
wide of the mark.

A Grit’s idea of Protection. 


A Grit Free-trader commences a dreary 
epistle addressed to a contemporary as fol- 
lows ;— 

“Much is said and written at the present time 
about protection. By this I suppose Miey mean 
putt on heavy duties so asso enable all classes 
of industry to realize higher prices for the pro- 
ducts.” 

This gives a fair idea of tho average 
Free-trader’s knowledge of tho policy of 
the Opposition, which, totally  fail- 
ing to comprehend, they abuso without 
stint. Let us repeat, for the benefit of 
such mistaken persons as the scribe in 
question, that the policy of the Opposition 
isnot to put high duties indiscriminately 
on all articles, but to readjust the tariff 
by placing an increased amount of duties 
on such articles as can profitably be manu- 
factured in this country, and reduce the 
impost on the raw material used in 
those manufactures as will give our manu” 
facturers control of their home market. At 
the same time the experience of the United 
States is that high protective duties do not 
increase prices, otherwise the manufactur- 
ers of that country could not send their 

goods into Canada and successfully compete 
with the manufacturers of Freo-trade Eng- 
land, neither could they export their goods 
to England itself and sell at a profit os 
they do, 


An Unholy Alhance.

Tur Yetuow Fever Scovnor.—The 
N. Y. Herald publishes statistics of the 
ravages of the yellow fever in Now Orleans, 
by which it is shown that the losses for this 
‘Year aro small by comparison with those for 
years that the people of New Orleans regard 
as bad ones. August 22nd of this year, for 
instance, is the worst day so far—the day 
against which is recorded the greatest num- 
ber of deaths. This number is fifty-eight. 
But against the samo day in the year 1853 
aro recorded two hundred and fifty-four
